TO CARRY THE DAY 

Thinl< Conditions in Portugal 
Combine to Give Them 
Success 



Lisbon, Feb. 8.— With the church 
bolls tolling continually, the bodies of 
the murdered King and Crown Prince, 1' 
in two golden chariots, - shrouded in; 
black velvet, and drawn by eight; 
hooded horses, were escorted by a' " 
glittering funeral pageant today across 
Lisbon to the Portuguese ijantheoni 
and laid at rest beside their ancestors 
of the Braganza dynasty. Seven hours 
elaped from the time the foreign 
princes and tlie special ambassadors 
of all the powers gathered at the 
palace for the ceremony there, until 
the three salvos of 21 guns and three , 
volleys of musketry, reverberating ' 
over the terraced and sun- bathed ■ 
hills, and answered by tho Gritlsh ' 
warships in the harbor, announced 
that the last rites were over. 

Not a single untoward incident 
marred the last act of Portugal's 
tragedy.

We will demand that tiie monarchy 
which has dragged down Portugal in- 
to the mire of political and financial 
bankruptcy abdicate to the people. 
They dare not try re])ression again; 
they can only surrender." 

While the troops since last Tues- 
day remain in their barracks during 
the day tin-ie, Lisbon at night still re- 
sembles an armed camp. Cavalry is 
massed in the public sqiuires, pickets 
patrol the streets and heavily armed 
soldior.3 guard the state banl: night 
and day. Tlio -/inancial situation is 
viewed with groat alarm. 

Tho country is staggering under Its 
foreign debt, and commerce is almost 
paralyzed by the fluctuations of tho 
gold premium. Conservative bankers 
consider the, financial situation to be 
more critical than the political. 

Tho outside world, In spite of tho 
studied censorship which defeats Its 
own object, should not imagine that 
the throne of Portugal is tottering to- 
wards revolution, and that a TCpubli- 
can is imminent. Tlio general situa- 
tion is grave rather than ;ilarming. 

It is hard to foresee the future. Tf 
Ihing.s drift liack to llio old rut of' 

overnmental cormipticm, whence 
King Carlos and Premier Franco res- 
cued the moiKircliy, ,-i reimblic might 
come. 

'J'he Immodiato danger in tlin situ.a'- 
tion comes from the fact tr.at the po- 
lice are baffled, and tho government! 
unable to ascertain tho o.\-t(;nt of tho 
rainifications of tho conspiracies which 
have been signalled during tho last 
fortnight by tho dl.-<oovory at varicnis 
phu'cs and di-pots of bcjmbs and arms 
rind mnmunltion. Tln-ro have boon 
many reports of dissatislaotion in the 
army and navy, but a careful investi- 
gation made by tho correspondent of 
the Associated Press does not conlirni 
them, andjlt ; may be assumed that, 
the mlJitaryTls.-stlll loyal. 

The 'censorship that Is, being main- 
t.'iined at Lisbon oyer both commer- 
Mal and Prggs ,v'desp^tt!hea Is most 
rigorous, THero' ls in bperatlon a regu- 
lar star chamber to prevent any, but 
the most rosy view of the situation 
from reaching tho outside world. Even 
letters mailed at the - iiostoffice are 
IKUiod by tho anthorities.

OVER WATER QUESTION 

Oak Bay and South , S.aanich 
Find Independejit^Systeim ' ■ 
Hardly Possible^ ^ 

The efforts of the municipalities of 
Oak Bay and South Saanich to come 
to some arrangements whereby they 
could obtddn a \yator supply of thc;lr 
own, independent of tiie City of Vic- 
toria, has api)arenUy proved abortive. 
At last night's meeting of tho council 
of the latter mnuieipality Kecve CJuick 
reported on the progress of the n(;go- 
tlatlons bciwcen the two municipali- 
ties, eoinirditces from eacli of wliicli 
mot in tlio Oak Bay municipal oltices 
last Wednesday afternoon, to discuss 
tho matter. Representing the muni- 
cipality of Oak Bay were Reeve Oli- 
I \-er and Councillors Noble, Fernie, 
I iXewion, tienderaon and McGregor, and 
1 Iteevo Quick and Councillors Pointer 
1 and Mannlx represented the Soutli 
Saa)iich municipality. 

Reeve Quick reported to last night's 
meeting that the whole situatien had 
been discussed, that the suggestion of 
tlie Oak Bay council tlmt water should 
be iibtalned from tlie iOsipiiinalt 
W'aterwork.s eoni|iany, hy the laying lU' 
a iiliie line fj'oni GoldHtreuui to a point 
on the boundaries of the two munici- 
palities, fro}ii wliicli a distribution sys- 
tem in each municiiiality could lie 
laid had been found to be a'ltog(>thei' 
too exi)ensi\ e. Tlio cost h;id been es- 
timated at aliout .$00,000 and this was 
cosidcred to be altogether loo large a 
proposition. 

Make Suggestions to City 
AJ'ter three hours consideration of 
tho matter tho foUovvlng resolution 
had been pasfsed: 

Resolved, that to make the duality 
of the Elk lake water supply satisfac- 
tory it is necessary in ttie opinion of 
this meeting; 

(1). That Beaver lake be abolished 
as any part oC the reservoir system; 

(2.) That tho nuiin be taken from 
i tlie centre of Klk lake proper where 
' tlie springs are. 

tt was also resolved that tlie prov- 
incial govi;rnment be immediately ap- 
proached to ja-otect tho rights of both 
Soutli Sa.-inich and Oak Bay nuinlci- 
pallties, and in particular that they bo 
requested to insert a condition in tho 
city of Victoria's clmrter requiring the 
city to snijply all jjarties outside the 
city within a reasonable diftiuiee at 
a certain reasonable fixed maximum 
rale. 

Reeve Quiel; pointed out that at the 
joint meeting the i-ity's rigiit Icj fol- 
lov.' the suggestion of Arthur L. 
Adams, the water expert, tliat steps bo 
taken to enlarge the capacity of the 
t^lk hdce watershed had been denied, 
but lie had subsequently Inquired of 
; the government and, -had been Inform- 
! ed that the city had the right lo tise 
|anv source within a radlius of twenty 
I miles of the city, a right granted 
i thirtv-ftve years ago, and, .thi.s .seemed 
to effuctually dispose of the idea t.nat 
I tho municipalities could develop any 
' adequate source for their o\vn use. As 
the oilv now controls, all «ie real sour- 
ces of supply Reeve tiuick was of the 
opinion tliat If either municiiJality at- 
tempted to locate such it would be un- 
abh' lo liiid it, all springs and other 
sources having already been taken up 
by the city. 

Results in Little 
The result of the conference, in the 
Reeve's opinion, had been nil. in 
view, however, of the fact that tho 
city has 3uch absolute control it was 
felt that it should be ready to give 
some consideration to both the Oak 
Bay and South Saanich needs, and 
every effort will be made to induce the 
city," when the new system is Install- 
ed, to do something in tiie direction i)f 
supplying water users outside tlic city 
limits in each municipiility. 

Anotlier (luestion considered at hist 
niglit's meeting was liiat of tho ad- 
visability of clianging the hour of tiie 
fortnighilv meeting froiu tlio evening 
to Uie afternoon. It is felt tiiat such 
u change would be imicli more .satis- 
factory lo the enuiicillors. iiarticularly 
lo those who .■ire forced to come long 
distances. The change was mad(^ and 
the next meeting of the municipal 
council will be Indd on liie afternoim 
of Saliirday l''ebniary •J2, at 2 o'cloclc. 

The i|U(^stion of reiiairs to roads 
along which rims the boundary line 
between South Saanleh and neighbor-' 
ing municipalities was introduced. 
Along many of the most important 
thoroughfares of tiie district repair.s 
arc iirgentlv needed, but as only half 
of these roads lie within the munlci- 
palitv repairs to that extent only could 
be made. The matter will be taken up 
with the city and the municipality of 
Oak Bav and some arrangement will 
bo sougiit whereby each municipality 
interested will do Its share of the 
work thus ensuring proper roads.

Tho book Into which we are going to 
take a iieer today has as its frontis- 
piece a beautiful face which reminds 
one of a rare old cameo., 

Tile story itself 'is like some, sweet 
old fashioned garden filled with' svyeot 
smelling flowers and plants' where are 
to be found not only roses, lljles, and 
violets, but southernwood and thyme. 
From this garden, the creation of the 
gentle lady who looks out at us from 
tlie picture, we shall gather here and 
there a blossom, hoping that the sight 
of them will tempt the reader into 
the garden itself to enjoy its oldtimo 
beauty and fragrance. 

The opening sentence tells us tliat 
"in tiie first jilace, Cranford is in the 
hands of the Amazons, all the liolders 
of liouses above a certain rent are wo- 
men." "Although the ladles of Cran- 
ford linow all each otlier'.i proceedings 
they are exceedingly Indift'oront to 
each others oiiinions." "1 imagine that 
a few of the pentlefolks of Cranford 
were poor, and had some difficulty in 
malcing ends meet; but they wore lilve 
tlie Spartans, and concealed their 
smart under a smiling face. We, none 
of us .spoke of money because tiiat 
.sut:)joci savored of commerce and trade 
and tliough some niigat be jjoor wc 
were all aristocratic." 

"I never shall forg:et the dismay 
fei when a certain Capti'Jn Brown, 
came to live at Cranford, and- • openly , 
.spoke -about his; being pdor!" ' "- 

A. very pretty and touching ' Story 
this is of Captain Brown's stay among 
tho ladies of Cranfbrd, full of a quiet 
humor. Indeed the smile becames audi- 
ble as we watch Miss Betsy Barker's 
Alderney which' had fallen Into a llme- 
pit "meeldy gfolng to the pasture, clad 
In dark gray flannel In obedience to 
Captain Brown's decided "Get her a 
flannel waistcoat and fhannel drawers 
ma'am if you wisli to keep hor alive.'t' 

The captain had an invalid daugliter 
who had a sickly, iiainod, careworn ex- 
pression on her face, and looked as If 
tho gayely of youth had long faded 
out of sight. Her sister,. Miss Jessie 
Brown was "ten years younger and 
twenty shades pi'ettier. 1-ler eyes were 
large, blue wondering eyes, looking 
stralglit at you, Iier nose was iinforiii- 
ed and snul,^, and her lips were red and 
dewy; she wore her iiair too in iittle\ 
rows of curls.

The unexpected heroism of Miss Jes- 
sie Brown who could hide a broken 
heart to comfort her dying sister 
touches our heart.5. 

A light came Into Miss Jessie's face. 
"Would it comfort you dearest, to 
think that ho does linow? AN'nuld it 
comfort you love, to know that ni.T 
cares, his sorrows." fler voice qiih'or- 
ed, but she steadied it iiilo culinness. 
"Afnry! he h:i.? gone before you to iho 
place whore the weary are at rest. Mo 
knows how you lo^'cd lilni." 

The lo\-o story wlilch gentle Miss 
Matty had hidden :iw;i\- for so many 
years is ver>- delicately told. One re- 
sult of iier visit to her old time lover 
may bo seen In hei' talk to her servant. 

"Martha," she said at last, "you are

Very comical is the description of 
tlie night journey of tho timid women 
and of tlio imaginary fears conjured up 
to frlgiiteii one another. The contrast 
between such cowardice and the liero- 
ism displayed when real trouble came 
Is not the les.s striking tliat it seems 
to have been quite unpremeditated. 

One side of Miss Matty's character Is 
charmlnglv portrayed iii this descrip- 
tion of tho anticipation of her visit to 
the shops.

"Very few >of. „the 
roads are straight' ior any great dis- 
tance. They sweep in curves sometimes 
circular, sometimes oval. Take for ex- 
ample Lansdowne road.. It enters the 
estate?ln>-a 'llne'wlth"the present road, 
but after a few 'ta feet it swings 

a little to the .?outh; then it takes a 
pronounced curve to the north until 
it reaches tiie Shore road; ai'ler cross- 
ing which it goes to tlie water in a 
straight line. By the way, there are 
In all nine..roads<deading dpwi; .to the 
water, and ' oii' the water tlie're Is safe 
boating, and there are beaches suit- 
able for bathing. Tlie broadest street 
will be Midland Way, which will be 
about; one-third of the distance be- 
tween Cadboro Bay^road and the water 
and will run in a general direction 
from north to .soutli. Near its soutli- 
orn end there will be a large circular 
area, and the road will terminate in 
another such area a little north of 
Lansdowno road. Into the latter cir- 
cle tlu'ee road.s will debouch, but these 
will he so laid out that the circle will 
really be a central point for some ten 
roads. The use of curves In the road 
plans makes most of the intersections 
very spacious, ancl in the centre of 
tlicse intersections are plots of varying 
aioa, which appear to be reserved for 
purposes of ornamentation. The lots 
vary in sizes, soine of them being quite 
large and others of moderate dimen- 
sions. The area is laid out on the 
principle of modern landscape garden- 
ing and the effect promises to bo re- 
markably beautiful. 

We venture the prediction that the 
Uplands will not long remain unoccu- 
pied, but that it will become in a Very 
few years one of the most beautiful 
suburban localities in the wliole of 
America. The interest which the peo- 
ple of Victoria liave in this onterpri.50

A BEAUTIFUL SUBURB 

\Vc ii;.i,\'o been given tlio opportunity 
of examining, the plans , drawn by the 
Messra Olmsted for the laying out of 
the Uplands, and, although to, do so 
may seem a little like advertising a real 
estate project, tlie proposed plan is of 
such a nature and means so very much 
to A'ictoria that we will have to taltc 
the chance of doing a little gratuitous 
advertising for the enterprising owners 
of the property.. Ndfc'every one In Vic- 
toria know.s where the Uplands Farm 
is. The Hudson's Bay officers had a 
pretty knack of choosing names. Thus 
they had the Constance Cove li'arm, 
which Is out towards Esquimau; 
Viewfield Farm, which embraces Mac- 
aulay Point and that neigliborliood ; 
North Dairy Farm, which Is out where 
the city piimping station stands, and 
the Uplands Farm, which overlooks 
Cadboro Bay and Oak Bay. One way 
of .getting to the Uplands Farm is to 
go up to the Fountain and drive di- 
rectly out Hillside avenue and keep 
on going. After passing the road 
which comes over the hill from Spring 
RIdgc, Hillside avenue becofes Lans- 
dowiU! road, and If you go on until you 
cross the .Mount Tolmio road \-ou ccmio 
in a little while to the Uplands 
ifarm. Of .course there are other ways 
of getting there, but this description 
will give, perhaps, the best idea of its 
locatiun. It lies on butli sides of the 
Cudboro Bay road, but tho part that 
is to bo laid out for residential pur- 
poses i.s between that' road and the 
water. It i.<5 a spacious area, having 
a gentle sloi)c to the sea, and is very 
prettily timbered, principally witli oak 
trees; large and small. The outlonk i.s 
superb. There is nothing finer on the 
.I^acltic coast. On a clear day the Cas- 

• 4;ade mountain chain Is in sight for 
more than two hundred miles, or 
from beyond Vancouver on the North 
to Mount Rainier on tho South.

"O.ulda*! lias gone to her rest.^ The 
ivorld was never quite sure whether 

or not she was a great novelist, but 
every one admitted that .she was an 
exceptionally good story-teller. Her 
best works were her stori^ for chil- 
dren, and these are unsurpassed in 
literature. Her novels abijunded in 
admirable word-pictures, but often 
suggested padding to make the .story 
last long enough to till the cuKtoniai'.\- 
number of pages. Yet she gave tlie 
world such pleasure that there is 
universal regret that the end of her 
career was marked by misfortune. 
But it is not of Ouida tho novelist 
that we wish to treat, we want to 
let our readers bear an 'echo from 
the past, which may not have an 
ungrateful sound in view of the 
things that have been said in recent 
years about tho decadence of the 
.Mother Land. Under tlio influence 
of Gladstone and Bright, Groat Brit- 
ain, in the late 70's gained a reputa- 
tion In the eyes of the world as 'be- 
ing devoted to peace at any price. In 
ISSl occurred the disaster of Majuba 
Hill, and Gladstone refused to avenge 
it, and - In the same year -.Lord Bob- 
erts wag recalled from his heroic 
advance on Cabiil. But in 1SS2 there 
came a change. Arabi Pasha re- 
belled against the Khedive and there- 
upon Gladstone, though proclaiming 
that he was not about to sanction a 
war, sent the fleet to Alexandria, and 
all the world knows the result. This 
led Ouida to write tho following 
verses to the London Times:

Great England i)ut Iicr armor by, 

and stretch'd 
Her stately limbs to slumber in the 

sun. 

The nations, seeing then how long 
she slept,

REOUESTS COUNCIL TO 
RECONSIDER ACTION 

Aid. Mable Believes'That Body 
' Exceeded Powers in Plac- 
■ ■ ing Ban on Cabins 



It is possible that tho city council, 
which at Its last meeting expressed 
Itself in favor of prohibiting the erec- 
tion In tho residential iections of cab- 
Ins, and other bulldlnga of like nature, 
on the ground that such would prove 
to bo a detriment to such districts, will 
change its policy if tha resolution 
which will be submitted ^to , Monday 
night's council meeting by: Aldi-Mablo 
is accepted. 

At last week's meeting a petition 
sig-ned by thirty-six property owner.s 
in the district located east of Douglas 
street and north of Flsguard, was pre- 
sented protesting against the erection 
on Chatam street of a row of cabins. 
At that time no application had been 
made to the building inspector by the 
person who proposed to erect the 
cabins, but tho council decided that it 
could not entertain such application 
when made, and so ipstructod tlic 
building inspector. .Since then there 
have boon developments which would 
appear to indicate that the council ex- 
ceeded itH power. The owner ol the 
properly on whUdi it is proposed to 
erect the cabins has secured legal tid- 
vice .and should tlie council still main- 
tain its st;ind tliore ' is likely to be 
legal steps taken to test yio validity 
of the council's action. 

Ad. ]\lable will present a resolution 
at tomorrov/ night's council meeting 
to tho effect that the following reso- 
lution passed at a meeting of the coun- 
cil held on tile 3rd Inst, bo reconsid- 
ered: "Moved by Aid. Henderson, sec- 
onded by Aid. Fullcrton, that the peti- 
tion be received and the request grant- 
ed and that the building inspector be 
Instructed to refuse to Issue a permit 
for the construction of the .buUding 
in question should an application be; 
received by him." Ald..-^ablo 'vvlll ask 
that such motion as' above bo re- 
scinded. 

After Sanitary Inspector. 

It ia more than likely that tho ques- 
tion of the suspension of Sanitary 
Inspector Wilson will come up for con- 
sideration. At the recent meeting of 
the board of health, which comprises 
all members of tho council, Mr. Wil- 
son presented a report, and several of 
the aldermen took occasion to question 
him as to why certain stops had not 
been taken toward reporting infrac- 
tions of the health by-law, such as in 
cases where householders have de- 
posited refuse on streets and vacant 
property within tho city limits, and 
also whoso duty it was to report all 
cases where offensive odors arose from 
sewers. Mr. Wilson declartd that he 
was sick of reporting to the board; 
tliat frosn ills experience ho had come 
to the conclusion that he would bo a 
fool to do more than draw his salary, 
intimating thereby tliat his previous 
reports had resulted in no action by 
the board. 

It is claimed that Sanitary Inspector 
Wilson refused to fumigate a house 
where there had been diphtheria. 
There has been considerable friction 
between the inspector and last year's 
board, and at the recent meeting of 
the civic board, of health Aid. Fuller- 
ton declared that ho was sick of tho 
whole thing; that it was about time 
there was a complete turn-over in the 
matter of sanitary inspection, and 
that ho would bring the matter before 
the attention of tho council. It was 
rumored that Mr. Wilson had been 
suspended, but while the mayor and 
tho various aldermen appear anxious 
tl^-i tliere should bo a complete in- 
vestigation of, and improvement in, 
the conduct of sanitary affairs in the 
city, no definite action has as yet been 
taken. 

At the recent meeting of the board 
of liealth IMr. Wilson made no secret 
of the fact that he did not care wheth- 
er tho city relieved him of his duties 
or not. in fact he declared that he 
was about sick of the whole affair, 
and that the city had probably bettor 
take over tlie work of scavenging. Ho 
declared that present methods were 
years behind the times and that the 
council had better wake up. 

Wants Clean Laundries. 

Another measure for the Improve- 
ment of sanitary conditions in con- 
nection With the laundries, particu- 
larly Chinese laundries, will be intro- 
duced by Aid. (^leason, who has of late 
been active In getting at the true con- 
ditions of all concerns of that nature 
doing business In the city. At a re- 
cent meeting of the council a report 
was submitted by the plumbing in- 
spector and the facts therein stated 
showed that there was much to be 
desired In the way of better saniary 
arrangements In tho great majority 
of the laundries in the city, and par- 
ticularly tliose conducted by China- 
men. Aid. Gloason will ask leave to 
introduce a by-law to amend the 
wash-house by-law .and thus give the 
city council power to remedy existinfj- 
conditions and so improve the city 
from a sanitary standpoint. 

Among other motions which will 
come up for consideration is one fiom 
Aid. Henderson, chairman of the 
streets, bridges and sewers committee, 
asklngf that work be proceeded witii 
in the grading, macadamizing and the 
laying of permanent sidewalks on both 
sldeis, ■\vith gutters, of Pandora sroot, 
between Fernwood road and Stanley 
avenue; also to grade, macadamize 
and lay permanent sidewalks, with 
gutters, on both sides of Slmcoo 
street, between Niagara and Oswego 
streets, the work to be done under the 
local improvement plan. 

Will Prepare Roll. 

Aid. Cameron will move that the city 
assessor be instructed to commence 
making the assossmpnt roll of tlio mu- 
nicipality of the city of Victoria for 
the current year, on Tuesday, Febru- 
ary 11., Inst., and complete .and return 
tho .«amc to tho city clerk on or before 
Thursday, May 14, in accordance with 
the provisions Of the Municipal 
Clauses act. 

Tho comniltlee, consisting of Aids. 
Hall, Mable and McKcown, api)olnted 
to investigate tho rumors to the ef- 
fect that there had been Irregularities 
in the adding of names to the voters' 
llst.'s at the recent civic elections, has 
completed Its report and will submit 
its finding to tho meeting tomorrow 
night. Tho fire wardens also will 
muko a report on the question of a 
salt-water system for flr(^-flghtliig 
purposes, tho need of a great lncrc;iso 
in tho apparatus of tho fire brigade, 
tho need of more firetncn and the ne- 
cessity of adopting some system of a 
wttgo scale allowing of yofirly In- 
creases in tho pay of tho flromen.

RETURNS PROM VISIT 
IN EASTERN CITIES 



A. W. IVlcCurdy More Tiia'n 
Ever Impressed Witli tlie 
Beauties of Victtfria r ; 



After a six weelts visit in tho cities 
of Eastern Canada and the Atlantic 
states, A. W. McCurdy has returned 
home to AHctorla better saisfled than 
ever with tho climate and surround- 
ings of this city. He is of the opinion 
that they gain rather than lose by 
contrast with tho Eastern centres. 

The trip combined both business 
and pleasure. He proceeded direct to 
Washington, D .C, where he attended 
the triennial convention of Y. M. C. 
A. Workers of tho World. His visit 
in that city lasted six weeks, for in 
passing through a model shop in which 
his work connected witli tlic patent 
department is done, ho noticed one of 
his own appliances whicli he had 
never finished. He set to -work and 
completed this. During his stay in 
the capital he was thoroughly in touch 
with y. M. C. A| work and met': many 
of the foremost' leaders In that ac- 
tivity. Ho deceived asmirango .from 
President Boosovelt ,,o£ bis intention 
of visiting British :ColumbIa- shortly 
after tho completion of "his term .'of 
office.. ' " , ' 

Incidentally, while In 'Washington, 
Mr, McCurdy attended the Jjanquet of 
the National Geograhlcal- Society, of 
which he Is a member. -Needless to 
say he displayed his "Iilye in Victoria" 
pin, and It occasioned numerous in- 
quiries from the savantp, many of 
whom expressed their hope of verify- 
ing the glowing: ,repor]b3 they had heard 
of the island city's sc.enery, its cli- 
mate and surouhfllngs. 

While In Washington Mr. McCurdy 
went into the Lumlere process of color 
photography and he has brought back 
with him a number of plates prepared 
in this manner. The exposure nenea- 
sary is about twenty times as long 
with these plates as in ordinary photo- 
graphy. He trusts to be able to get 
some wonderful results in photograph- 
ing some oi; the .'beauty spots, upon 
Vancouver Island. ' . .: •/:'/■ 

The kodak works, nearjtRbchester, 
N. y.. In which Mn ;McCnrdy, is inter- 
ested, ■ were next, visited' by him. The 
expansion In ' the last ten'^ years has 
been 'veiT great tad "the buildings are 
oonWantly belngT'' Increased in size 
and niimbera; Recently the highest 
cAlmney In the;*Tworld was erected 
there. It Is '868 'feet high and is de- 
sighed' to carry off the fumes from 
nitric and other acids used in the 
various processes. Commenting upon 
It' lie remarked that it would prove 
one solution of the trouble exjierlenced 
with the local chemical works. 

While in Rochester Mri' Mcburdy re- 
ceived a telegram Inviting .Wm 'to at- 
tend the congress of delegates -of the 
Canadian clubs In Ottawar He at- 
tended this and the meeting proved 
very interesting as the clubs from 
one ocean to the other were repre- 
sented. 

Thence he went back to Vermont to 
investigate' tho marble qiiarrics near 
■Rutland. Mr. McCurdy is interested 
in tho Nootka Marble company of this 
city, and his trip was largely for the 
purpose of getting fresh ' Ideas 'upon 
the processes of development and other 
work connected with the Industry. He 
had interviewed the head of the in- 
dustry In Washington, Senator Red- 
field Proctor,' *iiiid through his klnd- 
nes^ was, glyen .every opportunity ■ to 
look into rhatters. 

He toolc a great many photographs 
and has had made a number of lantern 
slides from theso. Iiluch useful in- 
formation ho acquired. 

A great deal of the machinery used 
In the finishing processes was a reve- 
lation to him. For instance, there 
was tho pneumatic drill used for carv- 
ing the marble. Columns could be 
fluted and figures, busts and. other 
cutting done in a marvellously short 
space of time. 

Ho found the topographical condi- 
tions there very similar to those at 
Noolica, and the differences were all 
in favor of the local quarries. 

While in New York ilr. ilcCurdy 
investigated the Telliarmonium, the 
new process by which musical tones 
are moulded, producing entirely new 
effects. Ho found it very wonderful. 
A central building distributes the mu- 
sic to hotels, to theatres and private 
residences by way of wire.s. 

■Mr. McCurdy was, inipressed by the 
handicap under which tho East labors 
owing to the severe winter climate. 
He believes that the time is not far 
distant wlien tlie Eastern manufactur- 
ers will realize the advantages which 
arise from manufacturing upon the 
Pacific coast. All the raw material" is 
to be found upon this coast and the 
Pacific is nearer the markets of the 
prairies and tho Orient . 

ICn gland, France and Germany have 
among them four steamship lines upon 
the Yangtse. If . the tradp -.warrants 
this, the time Will come when It will 
pay these firms, pf the -Old Country to 
establish their plants upon 'the Pacific 
coast. Mr. McCurdy sdluded to the re- 
rj^vk of Secretary Taft In asking for 
tho grant to the Alaska-Yukon- I'a 
acific exposition. He Stated that the 
United States should pay more atten- 
tion to tho Pacific coast for there it 
was that tiiQ great advances of the 
next few. years would be made.

In fact tin; game itself was not oC 
the championship calibre, and whether 
the ciiuso oC this was the f.act tli.at 
l.ioth teams appreciate that thoy were 
out of the running for tlio ch.ampion- 
-v-hip 1;, a qucslion. All the Vtny 
througli both halves a listlessnoss was 
apiiarent in tho lilay of both teams 
and players, and really good plays 
were few ami t'.'ir between and were 
usually tho result of iiidividual effort. 
At limes, however, jiretty combined 
plays were iiulled off, but it was rarely 
that these were sensational enough to 
bring tho crowd to their feet, and their 
brilliancy was usually marred by 
bungling or muffing when successful 
execution seemed lo be a certainty. 

The pronencss of tho players on both 
teams to muff the bnll and to pass 
wild was the cause of much criticism 
from the spectators, and this was par- 
ticularly noticeable ot both hacks and 
of the back division of the visitor.?, ex- 
cept in tho first fifteen minutes of 
play, when tho locals were pressing 
iuird on the Nanaimo goal and would 
have made at least a half dozen touch- 
downs but for tho way tho Nanaimo 
defense got in the way and managed 
to kick the hall Into safety.

Much better form was shown, how- 
ever. In tlio second half by the local 
pack, when they placed the ball be- 
hind tho net whenever they wanted to 
and a regular procesHlon of goals piled 
up the score against Nanaimo. Dur- 
ing the entire gahio Nanaimo had hut 
few chances to cross the line, and in 
both halves the play was in the terri- 
tory of the Hornets'^ goal. In fact, It 
only crossed center 'field twice- in the 
first fifteen minutes 'of play ih the 
first half. 

Although the locals beat the visitors

As to the playing conditions, the day 
ilself could hardly have been improved 
upon. It was not too cold to make 
tho grounds too hard to play on, al- 
though the.lr was a fairly strong wind 
blowing across tho field. Tliis was not 
strong enough to prevent the pltiy 
from being of the best and had nothing 
to do with the score .in any case. 

A fairly large' crowd turned out to 
witness the match and was imp.a-rllal 
In us applause of ' the good plays 
made by both of thq teams. Referee 
Ballantyne was Impartial in his rujings 
and gave perfect satisfaction to both 
teams. 

The only unu.^ual feature of the 
clay's iilay was the amusing accident 
that happen td to Capt. Meredith dur- 
ing the last few minutes of the play. 
Meredith was making one of those 
ground-gaining rushes for which he is 
celebrated, when he was tackled by one 
of the Nanaimo pack. The tackle was 
not called for in the book; neither was 
it legitimate. The tackier, however, in 
missing his tackle, made a desperate 
clutch to grasp the captain as he was 
wriggling his way out of his hold.

NOTICE TO SHIPMASTERS 



Will Have to Anchor Off Ports 

For Examination — Signals 
To Denote Closure 



The news of the propo-scd coming 
of a squadron of armored cruiser.s of 
the Cressy tj-pc to E.squimalt in May, 
an iinnoimcement which those wlio 
have boon following- the development 
of the poUticul situation in the Pa- 
cific ocean generally of recent date 
will readily accept as probable, is now 
followed by a warning' which has just 
been issued to shipniasttrs and marin- 
ers about the world "tbat circum- 
stances may arise in which it may bo 
necessary to forbid all entrance to 
naval jiorts at night," and if on ap- 
jjroacliing the shores of Great Britain 
or of any port in the British Empire 
searchlights are observed to be in con- 
stant operation, feTCat caution should 
be observed as obstructions may exist 
outside the harbor. 

One of the naval stations concerned 
in the admiralty's warning: to mariners 
with j'ogard to , the circumstances 
which •jnay arise to forbid entry to 
ports at night is Esiiuimalt. 

It was also reported yesterday, al- 
though on what autliorlty could not 
be learned, that arrangeinents arc toe- 
ing made for the dispatch of further 
cargoes of steam coal from Welsh 
ports to Estiulmalt. At present there 
is but one cargo of fuel on the way, 
the British ship Hilston being fuUy 
duo from Cardiff with 500 tons of 
Welsh coal and 2,300 tons of patent 
fuel in briquettes for naval use. There 
is also a considerable ' amount ot the 
former coal piles remaining at Eisqul- 
malt. 

The warning to mariners referring to 
Esquimalt in common with other Brit- 
ish naval bases about the world is be- 
ing circulated by tho United States 
hydrogi'aphic department at tlie re- 
quest of the British admiralty. It 
,aays: 

•'Masters are warned that they nnist 
In their own interests strictly obey 
nil instructions given to them by the 
vessels which will bo charged with the 
duty of examining ships desiring to 
enter the ports, and -allotting posi- 
tions in which the ships shall ■ anchor. 
In case of fog they should on no ac- 
count attempt or enter before receiving 
permission from tho examination of- 
ficer. The institution of an examina- 
tion service at any port will never be 
poublicly advertised, but at all times 
when the relations of Great Britain 
with foreign powers are known to bo 
in a state of tension, especial care 
should be taken in approaching the 
, ports, by day or by night, to keep a 
sharp lookout for the examination 
.steamer, and to be ready to "bring to" 
at once when" hailed by her or warned 
by the firing of a gun. Under these 
circumstances unless they have com- 
municated with the examination 
steamer and received permls.sion to 
.enter tho harbor, vessels must pro- 
ceed to the examination anchorages 
marked on the admiralty charts and 
anchor thero. If an entrance to a 
liort is closed, three red vertical lights 
by night, or three, red balls by day, 
will be exhiljited in some conspicuous 
position, in or near to Us approrncli, 
and as far as possible notice oftliis 
fact will be given by lookout vessels 
in the offing. If the examination serv- 
ice is In force the examination steam- 
er will fly a s])ecial ' f lag (white and 
red horizontal surrounded by a blue 
border) and a blue nesign, and will be 
.distinguished at night: (a) When the 
.port is closed, by three red vertical 
;.IIghts. (b) When the port is open, by 
[three white vertical lights. The lo- 
calities referred to are as follows:

freight for this port. The Kaga maru 
arrived at William Head on Wcdnes- 
,4ay 'night', and as a steerage passen- 
ger was suffering from smallpox, she 
was ordered into quarantine. The 
passengers and crew Were landed and 
disinfected, the patient .being isolated 
and placed . In the . hospital at the 
quarantine station. The steamer was 
then fumigated and will bo freed to- 
day. 

NING CHOW EN ROUTE 



The aj)peal of the .builders of the 
steamer Caniosun, of the Union Steam- 
ship company, of "\''ancouvor, Bow, Mc- 
Ijachlaii it Co., of Paisley, Scotland, 
from tlie decision of Mr. Justice Mar- 
tin in the admiralty court, has been 
dismissed by the exchequer court, ac- 
coi'dlng to advices received here yes- 
terda.N- from Ottawa. Tho appeal, 
however, will not, il is said, end the 
litigation between tho builders of tho 
CamuHun and the owners ot the vessel, 
which is now on the ways of the Vic- 
toria Machinery Depot niulergoing re- 
pairs in consequence of striking a rock 
last summer in Observatory inlet, nor- 
thern British Columbia. It is stated 
by the appellants that the case will 
Ije taken to the privy council of Great 
Britain, for the case is one of far- 
rcacliing importance, al'fecting the jur- 
isdiction of all admiralty courts to 
set off against the builders price any 
charges for repairs or altera tion;i re- 
ceived beciluse of a defective construc- 
tion. 

The steamer Camosun when being 
brought from the builders' yards on 
the Clyde for service from ^'ictoria .'iiid 
Vancouver to northern British Colum- 
bia ports for the Union Steamship 
company, arrived at San Francisco 
with her decks sprung and In need of 
other repairs which a survey by 
Lloyd's showed to be necessary, alleg- 
edly on account of the inefficient con- 
struction. Repairs were made to the 
vessel at San Francisco, and when the 
owners sent tlieir money in settlement 
they deducted .'$19,000 as tho cost of 
these repairs. Tile shipbuilders libel- 
ed the (."aniosun and look action 
against the vessel in the adminilty 
court before I\rr. Justice Alartin to re- 
cover tile balance of the construction 
price agreed upon, ilu^ $19,000 with- 
hold for repairs. 'i'h.e jtulgment of the 
admiralty court given by .Mr. Justice 
Jlartln was in ra\-or of the owners of 
the Camosun, ihi? court holding that 
any charges for repairs or alterations 
incurred becau.se of a defective con- 
struction could be set off a.gairist the 
[jurchase price of tho steamer. The 
case is being keenly fought, the ap- 
jpeal in the exchequer court being the 
foiu-th taken against tho decision of 
.'.Ir. Justice 'Siartin in the local admir- 
alty court, and all have, so far, been 
unsuccessful. Now it is stated the 
builders propose to take their appeal 
to the highest court of the land, the

A meeting was held on Friday 
at San Francisco of the members of 
the Ship Owner's Association, and It 
was decided that under existing con- 
ditions It would be injiposslble for the 
owners of steam schooners operating 
on this coast to comply any longer 
with the rules. laid down by the marine 
engineers In regard to overtime and 
the number of engineers required (ui 
all vessels. A committee headed by 
A. B. Hammond; was named to meet 
with representatives of tho engineer's 
union. 

At the present time nearly sixty 
steam scliooners running out of San 
I'Yanciseo have been laid up because 
of the over-supply of lumber on the 
marlcet and low freight rates, aiul 
only tlie largest of ll\e vessels are be- 
ing kept in operation. 

A San I'Yanciseo despatch says the 
meeting between representatives of 
the steam schooner owners of San 
I'^rancisco and a committee from the 
Marine lOnglnoers' Association was .a 
lively one, and considerable bitterness 
was shown, but the meeting closed 
with no agreement having been reach- 
ed. Indications now are th.at unless 
some agreement is reached early in 
tlie coming week a strike will l)e call- 
ed, as tho owiieis are determined to 
eliminate some , of tlie regulations they

full: capacity a'fe pos^ibro. • 
^ For January the Granby mines 
shippeflvto the carnpany'a. smelter 74,- 
003 dry tons of 'ore, and this in spito 
of. the fact tlif t during the first part 
flf -the ijibnjh'.but p'ai't of the furnaces 
were in operation while the plant was 
•icing gotten under .full headway. 
Only two or three times, during 3007 
did tlio company ship niofe' ore in fiuy 
one mi-nth, July being the first month 
mat Hhowed lar^-'.-r llgures. Figuring 
on II basis of uboir: 24 pounds of cop- 
per per ton of ore, 'ho Granby pro- 
duced about 1,725.000 pounds of the red 
metal during January. 

For January the only low grade cop- 
per niiaos being oi)eratod in tho 
Boundary were those of the , Granby 
company. This week, however, a few 
men were put at work at the Snow- 
shoe mine of the Consolidated com- 
pany, and' it- is undej;stood that a ship- 
ment of some 300 or 400 tons of ore 
will bo made to the company's smelter 
at Trail. This ore is now all broken 
down in the Snowshoe mine, and it can 
bo run out and loaded on C. P. R. ore 
dumps, and :taken over to Trail in a 
solid train. 

The Snowshoe ore is known to be 
valuable at Trail for fluxing. Nothing 
lias been stated as yet regarding the 
resumption of permanent ■ 'Operations 
at the Snowshoe mine.

Feb. S.— Animated by 
hopes of capturing many of tile trop- 
hies offered in eastern Canada, a crack 
team of Dawson curlers has just 
reached Vancouver from the north. 
Thev came by the steamer Princess 
May, and will go to AVinnlpeg to com- 
pete in the great bonspell to be held 
there shortly. The players are: James 
Monroe, Alf. AN'atsoii, H. Thornburg, 
O. O. Caescncr and V. G. Crisp. 

"Wo made the SliO-mile trip from 
from Daw.son to AVliite Horse In live 
and ono-halt days, traveling in the 
public stage. That was fairly good 
going," said Sir. Monroe today. ""When 
wo left Dawson, tho thermometer re- 
gistered 42 degrees below zero. Tl^o 
next dav it became qiilte sultry, the 
tenii)ora'ture rising to 20.J)elow, So that 
we liad an enjoyable drive all the way 
south. It was thawing when we reach,- 
ed White Horse and altogether this 
has been one of the mildest winters 
tliat has been seen In the north for 
years. 

"Daw.son is very quiet, but there will 
be considerable activity In the spring. 
Mining Is In progress on many claims 
in tho Black Hills Creek district, 
which promises to rival Bonaftza creek 
in its best days. The district is a 
new one. .. Most,, of the hill and bench 
claims". there have. been, developed by 
their. QWAers, but after nexit, summer's 
output machinery will swell the results 
Of succeeding years. The paydirt runs 
from a few cents to Z6 cents per pan. 
There Is one record of J05 to tho pan. 
■ "The Guggenheim will operate at 
least 'six dredges this season and will 
continue all -the year to install addi- 
tional plant. The .syndicate will mine 
millions of dollars' worth of gold dur- 
ing the next few years. Tho wealth is 
still there, but in order to extract it, 
operations on the old creeks have to 
be conducted on an extensive scale." 

Mr. Monroe is entluusiastic about the 
possibilities of lode -mining in the Yu- 
kon. He referred to rich discoveries 
of gold, silver and copper on William's 
creek and Big croeli:. Some of the leads 
of ore are seventy feet in width. Mon- 
roe is a Yukon pioneer and amassed 
a fortune in the nortli. He disregards 
conventionalities. Ho is just as apt 
to be seen going around Dawson with- 
out an overcoat on a frigid day as he 
is to turn up at a banquet in'his shirt 
sleeves.

The court held 
that it was a casii for the plvU courts 
rattier than for the crlmlndl coilrs, and 
lie dismissed the case.

tion germ (I'.acillus Tul)i-reuliisis ) into 
tne body. It is also iini\-i'rsall.\' ad- 
mlttCLl that this germ comes from iier- 
sous or animals aflli ted wllli enn- 
sumption. Milk is the great carri<'r 
when ll comes r.'roin animals; while 
thi.^ spntimi, or s)iil, is j)raetica.lly tin- 
only medium by which It is conveyed 
fi-om man to man. 

Whether l\ocli Is correct in his de- 
claration iis to the Imiios.-ilblllty of the 
animal passing the tliseasc on to man, 
or whetlier A'on Bdiring is right in 
his .statement that all true consump- 
t tion.'has .Its first dlagc la lufaney, are 
'matters with which we. need not bo 
concerned and vvhlcli may bo left to 
Tiho scle-ntists for argument. The 
great principle remains: Tliat the

of patients -and i the ■ relapse' of many 
who were thought to , be cured. 

The mugnltnde of the problem . Ip 
cei'tainlv appalling, for wo know, that 
two out of every .seven of all deaths.' 
occurring be^weeu tlie ages of 10 and;fr8|' 
are due to consumption.^,* ;Tlia'fi.,great 
civil war In the Untted^tatea: destroy J.; 
od esOjOOO porsonsilnifour yeqirs. Tlib 
cause of this wdi'j^waa iustjAfbui :thb 
destruction of human life Is looked on 
with horror. "\Vo know that 000,000 
persons perish from consumption ev 
ery lour' years in tho United States. 
This,- unlike the civil war, is not juscl 
lied, because it can be prevented. Of 
course, tlien, the contemplation oC the 
problem Is jilniost paralysing, but. to 
meet the dlHiculty, we will look in 
vain to inaction. A policy of drift 
cannot l:ie permitted in tlie present ago 
of progress and knowledge. 

A,-; til the questliin of . failure to euro 
consumptivf! patients. No doubt, in 
too nuiny instances, the unfortunate 
liallent is beyond help : but why V 
Once consumption gets a strong hold 
on an enfeeliled constitution It Is rare 
ly cured. Its jirogrcss may be elieck 
ed, but the patient need not expect to 
bo physically recpnstriicted. _ He. may 
bo patched,' vbut/:ciin' "never " be made 
wliole again. '-- t ; 

It Is, however, different with a case, 
recognised In . Its very early stage. If 
tho constitution be 'good and if what 
is termed the "resisting power" be 
high, then the results are more satis 
factory and the actual, percentage of 
cures vouched for liy reliable authori- 
ties runs as liigh us 70 and SO. 

As to rolaiises. No doubt, there are 
many. "Why V Ltccause the patient is 
often compelled to return lo over- 
crowded and Ill-ventilated living- 
room.? and wm-k-slinips and may lie 
siil.>jected to over-strain or over-fa- 
tigue; or Ills resolve to lead a more 
wholesome life falls, and lie returns to 
old e\-ll habiis of drink, exciteinent 
i and conseiiueiil worr;,-, etc. Of course 
i he is then ready fur a fresh infection 
I or the old infected centres l)reak down. 
In this connection it must )je remem- 
bered that no amount of fresh air dur- 
ing work will eomi)ensate for the lack 
of sullicient nourisliing food or bad ac- 
commodation <luring the rest of the 
day. 

These conditions, happily, do not 
prevail In British Columbia -to the 
same extent as they-!do In older and 
::ior3 poi-uU-us countries. It presents 
aa aspect, however, of tho problem 
v/nlch can' and must, be met if wo are 
to continue to claim the title of civi- 
lized people. , , 

liPt ns then consider what is liie 
betit method of handling our consump- 
tives The Germans lead the w-orld in 
actual results obtained, and statistics 
shoiv tliai the death rate from coii- 
humption has been reduced 62 per 
cent, during tho last 20 > ears. T inuler- 
staiid their sanitary laws are actively 
adininhslered and they liave more san- 
atoria for il;o treatment of consump- 
tives tlian any uthei- country in the 
world. The Insurance companies, loo, 
linaiiee and control a number of sana- 
aoria and arc increasing the accom- 
nae.hitlMi. is this fioni philanthropic 
ui'.itivei ni- gcoii linance '.' 

There is im chronic disease requir- 
ing niore iiersistenl. and watchful care, 
nori; ah-siiiiite personal control on the 
p.art of t!ii; pli>slcian, than consump- 
tliin. The doctor must regulate every 
! little detail of the patieni's life, must 
en.ioy his entire confidence, must in- 
si)ire liim v,-i(li his own enthusiasm. 
l.Tiiou these [jrinciiials, and the skillful 
apiilicatiuu of remedies to . meet ,(^iin - 
plications, tlic- riiodi:rii and successful 
treatment i>[ cuisumiition ilepeiids. 

Ju a sanitarium no fanciful theories, 
untried methods or mere experiments 
are proposed. Tlie simple, Oiui-giveu 
remedies, viz.: — fresh air, suitable 
food, rest 'i^fl exercise,' under expert 
supervision afid suitable, eheerfnl sur- 
roundings, have more than iiroveii 
their ellicienc>-. 

A fiirtlier advantage connected with 
sucii an iiistitiulon is that the'admls- 
sion of ;i )iatlent means the' removal 
of one source of contagion from tho 
general community; anil when, after 
Ireatmeut, such person i.s returned 
cured, or otiierwisc, to the I'anks of 
ihe public, ho or slic U an educational 
centre of lirst Importance, because }he 
first i)rincli)le Impressed on a patient 
.)n entering a sanatoria is the rare he 
•ihould exercise In his per.^ona! habits; 
the necessity for cleanliness, for care 
in disposal of anything about him 
which would spread, or even be likely 
lo spread. conUigion; In a word, he is 
persistently taught to move and live 
,■1(1 that no otlKU- human belu.g shall be 
likcb'. In tlie remotest si'nse, t > suf- 
I'er on account of ;iny thoughtlessness 
on his part in the care of himself. 
Such a iiersoii, when discharged from 
the Institution, is liy his training in 
the sanatorium not only imiircssed 
with the necessity fur continuing such 
caution, but. liee.-iuse of his l,;niiwledge 
sii gained, beenmes in iiis family and 
general surroundings an e'ducaliona 1 
inlUn-nce iiuinileb' miin.' effeetive Ihaii 
all the literature and ar,giiiiients of 
phvsicians and authorities on the sub- 
.jecl, .Veed more be said in support of 
ihe \ iew that the sanitorlum is the 
liest iilaeo for ihe eonsumptive ? 

j know no other objection to the 
coiislruetliin of sanltoria than that of 
cost, (-)f course, if money considera- 
tions compare with lives, valuable to 
tho community and capable of being 
saved at reasonable cost, tifcn argu- 
ment becomes useless. 

Tho Germans paid over forty-Hve 
million dollars prior to 1905 for hand- 
ling consumptives and c.-irrylng out 
s.iiiltary reforms with s))ecial refer- 
( lice to consumption, and thus l educed 
their death rate sisty-two per cent. 
This reduction means tlie saving of 
some IW'i hundred thousand lives. 

'i'he Germans .are not sentimental, 
but are iiraetlcal ]ihilosophers, and 
that they .arc cori'ecl i.-. i think, more 
than proved b.\- Ihe following iigun.'s 
adoiitod from :,larshall J.elghlou ;uid 
worked out hy Ur. Iticlier, of .Montreal: 
A human life at the ijeiiod of in- 
dustrial usi'fullless is worth $l!,000, 
distributed as fellows; 

To tlic Federal ( h .\ei'nmenl, $1,000, 
(wblcir is the unhi-'i-sally accepted 
figure 1, 

To the l'ro^ illchU ( hivernnieni, $r>O0. 
To ilie Miiuicipai (ioeei-nment, $500. 
To the community and fam.lly, .^'l.OOO, 
The above calculations liave- been 
made from the •'rationale" of produc- 
tlviMiess, based upon the expectancy 
of life at the iierieid of iiidustrhil use- 
fulness, as follows; — At twenty-live 
ye;iis, the average age at which tuber- 
culosis is fatal, the expectancy of In- 
dustrial usefulness .is twenty years, 
the a\'(,rage earning capacity $500 per 
year, live jier cent, of wlilch goes to 
ihe. provincial and five to the munici- 
pal government, making - the total of 
$500 to each in tho course of tho twen- 
ty ydars. These contributions are bnih 
dh'oct and indirect, artd according In 
the law of mutuality represent a sum 
superior to $500, but this sum-total, if 
It errS. docs so on the side of cun- 
aervatism.

This constitution largely deals with 
.thei question -oC:management- "^^ ^^^'^ 
sanltoria. , It' provisos ttat iunds be 
raised for tho maintenance of the In- 
'.^tltutlon in tho following. ways; — 

(a) Ordinary subscriptions. 

(b) Collections through brancli so- 
cieties. 

(c) Grant-s by, .municipalities and 
corporations. . 

(d) Incbnio from investments. 

(0) Workmen's subscriptions. .Bod- 
ies of workmen subscribing regularly 
aliall tiave the llrst claim on the hods 
themselves and the members of their 
families dependent upon them, to tlic 
full extent of their total subscriptions, 
o,g,, it the total amount of their sub- 
scriptions amounts to half ihe cost of 
maintenance, half the beds will bo at 
their disposal without further pay- 
ment, 

(f) Weekly payments by ptitlents. 
Fourteen dollars weekly will be 
charged sucli patients, but the execu- 
tive have power to remit all or part of 
this amount if the clrcum^.tances of 
the case demand it. No patient shall 
bo refused iidniisslon to the sanatoria, 
or discharged liefore cured, solely be- 
cause of inability to pay. 

Contributions. 
The matter of collecting mimey in 
order to, procure a suitable site and 
building for the treatment of incipient 
cases of consumption was left in the 
hands of a small coniniittec. Tills 
eominiUee has collected close on $S0,- 
000, the larger sums, down lo $1,000, 
being as follows;

At 
present 1,300 men are employed, an increase of : 
60 per cent, over last year.

Novel Fancy Dresses For Young People 

This is essentially the young people's season, and 
many mothers have been, and are planning out froclts 
for their young people's pleasure and parties.

The little puffed green tulle 
sleeves should reach to the elbow where it will be 
caught In by a band of small shells (pink if possible). 
These must be pierced and sewn on to a piece uf 
green ribbon to form the liaiid. 1'he s;ime idea of the 
iibolls should 1)0 carried OTit round tlio neck of the 
'ijodicc which, ,'jhould be V-.shaped. A ehaplot of jiink 
shells should be worn on the head, and the liaii- 
should flow loosely — green siioes and sti.ickings should 
complete the costume.

What events led to this terrible tragedy, which 
was intended to destroy the whole royal family of 
Portugal? 

Perhap.s tlie real cause lies in the ignorance of the 
people. There are in Portugal, whicli is about half 
tlie si^io of tlio province of Manitoba, .about live and 
a half millions of pooide. Only eighteen out of every

Then the people determined to govern the country 
without a king and having stored away arms and 
ammunition waited their opportunity. Whotlier the 
murder was commlttt.-d by uicii ni the employ of the 
rppiibUcans are whether it was tlie residt of blind 
nnrea.soning hate is not Known by the outside world. 
Pranco, the man who .seems to have been mo.st to 
Idame has resigned and another premier has taken 
hi.s place. The young prince :Mauuel wlio does not 
appear to liave been badly woundoti, is king. Por 
the moment the country seems at peace. It may bo 
that the blood that has been spilled will bring th« 
people; to their sen.sos and that all i)arties will unite 
to help the king and premier to govern the country. 
Althougli King Carlos allowed him.self to be porsua(i- 
ed to rule tyrannically ho w;is not a cruel man. tie 
was well educated, loved science and art and tooic 
:i keen interest in sport.s. 

AA'hilo it may be quite true that Premier Franco 
knew what was good for the country better than 
the (luarrclsome members of the cortes, neither lie 
nor the Idng had a right to rule without the advice 
of pariiamonl.

For many years the 
wisest and best of Kngllshmen have been sent to gov- 
ern India. Tho task before tlie present rulers is one 
that needs all their tact and judgment as well as 
flnnncss. 

The Russian genei'als who .surrendered Port Ar- 
thur have been tried by court martial. The judge 
advocate has declared they slioukl be punished by 
death. Failure in a general is looked upon as a 
crime. 

The people of Austria want to build a railway 
from Vienna to Atheny, but their 'German neighbors 
oliject. Turkey and the little kingdoms to the north 
of it are a .source of great jealousy among the coun- 
tries of Koutliern Eurojje. Kithor Au.stria, Germany 
or Russia could conquer any or iierhaps all of them 
if the others would allow it. A railroad would give- 
Austria an advantage that the other nations would 
not be willing to allow. 

According to the newspaper rejinrts many .Tapan- 
ose will go to the covmtrios of South America as there 
i.s work for tliom there, and the people are v.'illing 
to employ them. Many of the countries are very rich 
but the people are idle and ignorant and tliough 
the land is very fertile and the climate good little is 
produced.

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AN ERA OF DISASTER , 

■ A^year or two ago, alter San Francisco, Kingston 
and several otlior places had suffered from eartli- 
nuake, and islaiids had been thrown iiii Ironi tlio sc-a 
In sovera! parts of the world, a good deal was said 
ill the press and plaewhero about the severity of tin; 
period tlirough which the earth was passing, and 
many timid people were under the impression tliat 
the , end of all things was not fur away. Ideas of 
■ . ;this.;itlna are not new, 'for sit iriany times in historical 
te," periods people have feared that we were on the eve 
j.of some tremendous catastrophe. Perhaps there never 
\\ WAS any occasion iil wliich there was as iniicli ju.stifi- 
catlon for .such a belief as in tho reign of the Roman 
Emperor Justinian. The first cause of popular alarm 
was the appearance in A.D. 531 of a remarkable 
comet. Its head was in the west and its tail extended 
across the northern sky, For twenty days it remained 
in its* place in the heavens, and- all the people were 
■ In. terror of the fearful things which its presence por- 
•'tended. They expected wars and calamities of .all 
Idnds. The former wt" -lot slow in niatoriallzing; 
the others were a llttlfi delayed, hul tho popular 
dread was heightened when in A.D. .^30 a greator 
conibt appeared. The head of this was In tho eastern 
sky and Its tail extended across tho zenith to the 
west.' It wa.>3 a magrnlflcont object, and well calculated 
to Inspire fear in minds not wholly Ignorant and lo 
flll^^wlth alarm the masses of llie people. Astronomers 
helieve they have identified this comet with that 
wliicli appeared shortly after tlio death of Caesar, al.so 
with one that appeared in 61S' B.C. and filled the 
rerslau empire witii alarm. It w-as probably tliis 
wonderful celestial visitor whioh in l.lOG in.spired the 
prayer made in ail the churches of Cliristendom for 
protection against '"The Devil, the Turk and tho 
Cotnot." It has app«area once since then, and Is due 
to arrive again in A.D. 2,255. To add to the terror 
produced by the comet In Justinian's time, tlie light 
of tlic sun grew pale, and so conlinut'd for a. con- 
siderable time. It is not difficult to believe that if 
such a sequence of events shoulil occur in such tinui 
a feeling of alarm would bo very gencrul. 

Coincident with these celestial phenomena was a 
succession, of earthqiiakes of an appalUns character. 
Gibbon' says that every year of Justinian's reign was 
marked by frcciuent earthquakes "of uncommon vio- 
lence." l'"or forty days at one time Constantinople 
was in tlie clutch of one of tlicic earth-spasms. Some 
of tho shocks were local; others so widespread that 
tlioy were severely felt in all parts of the Roman 
Empire. Great chasms opened in the earth, vast 
masses were thrown into the air; tidal waves carried 
tlio sea far below Its ordinary level and hurled It back 
again high upon the land. Where the Mountain of 
IcObanon camo down to Uio sea a huge crag wa.s de- 
tached from it and precipitated into the water, creat- 
ing a new harbor. Tho city of Berytus on the coast 
of Phoenicia, tlic seat of the greatest institutions of 
learning then existing, where tho finest of the youth 
of the Roman Empire were engaged, many thousands 
in number, in prosecuting their studies, was destroy- 
ed, and In its ruins iiorlshed ncitrly the whole popula- 
tion. But while in ono sense this was the gi'catost 
blow that could have befallen Home, for it. exting- 
uished in a moment sn many lives that might have 
been useful to the State, it was not numerically .'io 
destructive as thr^ eartluiuake of Antiocli which occur- 
ed in .\.D. S'll. That city was filled with multitudes 
of visitors, who had assembled to take part In the 
festival of the Ascension, when the terrible calamity 
happened, In one day two hundred and fifty thou- 
sand people were killed and tho property loss was 
ciiormoup. 

tiUt awful as was the ala.rni caused by llie 
comets, frightful as was (ho loss of life due lo the 
earthquakes, they were as ' nothing compared to the 
x isit of 'the plague. In A.D. (542, this pestilence made 
its appearance in Egypt near tlic. eastern month of 
'the Nile. Its spread was not very rapid at first, for 
It was two years in reaching Conslantlnopio, but it 
Citeiided its terrible .sway bulli westward along 
Northern Africa and ov<.r Kurope and easLw;n-d over 
Asia. The medical scionco of the day was paralyzed. 
The whole population of some cities fell before it. 
Nothing seemed able tn stay its progress, and it pur- 
sued its terrible course aliko in the heat of suninier 
and the'.eolnj-of ivintcr. There is no rettson for sur- 
prise in the fact tliat many people fiolloved its ravage.s 
would only be stopped whr-n the last of nia.nkiiul had 
fallen a victim to it. I''or fifty- two years it reaped 
its terrible harve.'^t. Throughout It.jly tho fields ro- 
nmined untillcd. In C'onstantinopN! for months to'-- 
KOitHer the denth rate was from .0,000 to 10,000 a day. 
I tow many victims this plague claimed can never bo 
ascertained. Estimates vary, some of th^im biMiig a-, 
high as 200,000,000— a figure which certainly seems 
excessive. Statistics un the point woiv jievcr avail- 
able, for there whs no means of ascrtiiinin,? how f:n- 
Ita ravages extended. 'That it reached India and China 
There is no doubt, and that its consequences mater- 
liilly affected the history of mankind is beyond all 
fiiiestion. 



INFALLIBILITY 

A Protestant iriiniKicr onco asked a layman if lii.s 
Infant child had been baptized. When the latter 
replied in the Hegative, and asked for a reason why 
it should be, the minister replied: "It Is sumcient 
for you to know that I .say it ought to be!" This 
is an illustration of an a.ssumiHiiiu of infallibility 
Which has done a.s i\t\i(:h as anything else to Icsycii 
the Influence of the Church among peojile of intel- 
ligence. It is not always!, and perhaps not often, 
ciulte as bald as in tho instance cited, but it is 
usually only very thinly veiled. Although tln.^ 
l-'ounder of Christianity prefaced ono of Ills staff- - 
ruentg with the words, "Come let us reason togetbnr, " 
the leatfers of tho Ohurch were not long in staiiipiii.g 
an appeal to reason as ono of the grosse.'^t forms oi 
infidelity, and today wo .>;oo them occuiiying the 
B.-tiiie attitude. A.<; an example, take the remark of tho 
-Vnglican Bishop of Wostininstor, made a few 
dnys ago. Ho said that it was just as wrong for n. 
rnan to marry his docea.sed wife's sister as It would 
be his own. sister. This is a proposition that nan ho 
sustained neither hy an appeal to reason or by e<-- 
, clesiastical precedent, or by the most violent per- 
version of Scriptural teaching. It is siniplv an as- 
Stimption on tho part of one man to rllctatc how 
others shall think. It is remarkable that tho clergy 
have at all times claimed ;i, liberty of thought which 
they have denied to the laity. The Apostles had nn 
sooner hegun their ministry than differences of opin- 
ion ariMo Wtween, them, not on points having an.y re- 
lation to tho teachings ot Jesus Christ, but upon 
iiiattcrs, which regarded from our distant view point, 
seem trivial. Wo wonder how there could have been' 
disagreements between Peter and Paul as to the 
position of Gentiles under tho new dispensation, but 
there 'ivero doubtless many heartburniiigij over' this 
question at the time. So us we follow the roconi of 
iGhurchiliistor tina so- 

: called heresies -crea'tlh discord; and being .supprnsse.i 
Bonietimea with 'awfiil severity. None of these 
heresies really touched anything which, tried by tlio 
test of reason, had anyUjoarlng upon the I'uiulanuuilal 
truths of Christianity as taught by Christ Himself. 
They had to do only with the views propounded by 
(.'lerlcs, who, we now know, wore liopoiogsly ignor- 
ant on atlinost every subject whatever that:,hail;,'any 
.'b,earlngr upon the welfare of mankind, t'odtiy ^ the 
'Christian world is divided into ci^cts aionij clo.avago 
Jln6s, created •'by men, whose opinlcua v/e would not 



now accept upon any other suhject whatever. 

The truth of the matter is, that Christianity has 
been in process ot evolution over since tho followers 
ot Jesus attempted to make tho world comprehend 
the trutli, o£ tho Gospel. If wo think a little while 
iiibout it, we' will not be. surprised at "this. ■ A small 
company of men, not all of them educated oven in 
the narrow education of those days, set out to 
evangelize a part of the world, whicli at that time 
had reached a remarkable stage in civilisation. In 
some respects we are not today as "advanced" as 
were tlio pooplo of the Konian Empire nineteen 
hundred years ago. That was aii age of great deed.=^, 
an era of an almost impenetrable materialism, a 
time when might was right to a degree which to us 
Is Incomprehensible. The wonder Is not that Christi- 
anity attacked bis formidable fabric and emerged 
from it somewhat disfigured, but that it had thQ 
courage to attack it in tho first instance, and the in- 
herent strength which enabled it to conquer. .Scarce- 
ly w-as this tcrrilic combat ended, when another was 
precipitated. Tliose pcoi)le whom wo call tlio 
Northern Barbarians began to hammer at the fron- 
tiers of Rome. Tlio result was the overthrow of the 
ancient civilization and the inauguration of an era 
of intellectual darkness, peopled with all tho strange 
shapes which the superstitions of the Teutonic races 
liad conjured up in their Xorlhern forests. That 
Christianity shotild have survived this period in its 
history is remarkable in the highest degree; tiiat it 
should have been overlaid with some of the weird 
fancies of tho new rulers of Europe is by no means 
remarkable. One of tho llrst effects, perhaps it 
would be more _J9earl,v accurate to say one of the 
principal causes "of tho Renaissance was a revival 
of liberty of thought in religious matters, and since 
that time tiiorc has been steady progress, not away 
from tlic teacliings of Christ, but rather towards 
tliein. Cliristianity i.s rising above the mists of 
mediaeval ecclesiasticism into tlie clear sunlight of 
truth, and its progress upwards would be more rapid 
and the effect of tliit; progress more general, if 
those who are charged with the responsibility of 
loading the thoughts of men, would assume less of 
the role of infallible teachers, employ more of tlioir 
own reasoning powers, and appeal more to the 
rca.sonlng powers of those whom they seek to guide. 

The movement tow.-irds Church Union is, in this 
view of the case, a. very healthy s'ig" of 'ho times. 
Unity may yet bo some lime away, but It is a. great 
thin.c;- that It is being seriously considered, for one 
or the lirst things, which will have to be settled be- 
fore union is pos.slblc, i.s that there may be a diver- 
gence of opinion in regard to matters which are 
aon-essential. We fancy that when men sit down, 
carefully and prayerfully, to consider what parts of 
Christian dogma as it is presented by tlie various 
brandies of the Churi'li, can be eliminated without 
affecting the vital principles of Christianity, the re- 
sult will be a surprise. For ourselves, we do not 
look for any sudden results. Men hold to their 
ideas, prejudices and beliefs with tremendous tena- 
cltj-. It is hard to bVeak away from old traditions, 
and not always desirable to do so until something 
has arisen to take their places. One of tho most 
difticvilt tilings for tho Church to surrender will be 
tho idea of infallibility— not the infalllbilily ol^lho 
Pope, which forms no part of what we are now dis- 
cussing, buttliat idea of ecclesiastic infallibility which, 
though never openly taught, completely dominates 
the minds of many reUgious teaohors, and perhpps 
the majority of them. Its existence may even be 
donicd by those whom it inlluencCH, but the great 
nias.'s of tlie people recognize it, and that l8 one of 
the reasons why :io few men go to chureh. 



MARIA EDGEWORTH 

The literature of a country has a great iiitluence 
upon the development of tlio cliaracter ol' its pi ople. 
AVc do not no\y mean tliose Imoks which tre:it of po- 
litical subjects! and are reail by tlo' few, but tlio.'^o 
that deal with every day matters and are read by the 
many. In the latter class comes fiction, which, while 
profosslng only to present the sayings and doings ofev 
ii:i;i,ginary people, is oft' ji nioro real and truer to ac- 
tual life, than history or biography. Far historians 
are rarely uninfluenced by the partisan feelings of 
their timi', and biogr.iphi'rs hiivo a natural toiuhun:y 
to gloss o\er tlie woiiknosse.s of thoii- subjfcts, and 
they rai-oly est^ay un aiial>sis ot motives. The iiovcl- 
i.-^t is umler no limitations. Vie writeH as he chooses. 
Ho may have a dominant idea in Mts mind, as Dick- 
ens had in all hi.n stories, and he may never for a mo- 
ment lose sight ot this, but his effort Is to make his 
characters play natural parts. Hence a novel is a 
mirror hold up in which society maj' see itself as the 
novelist scf.s it. ami in iiroportion as the novelist's 
l if'W is olfvating. or I iif reverse, so is tlio iiuluencc of 
the popular no\-el. if in ti, novel virtui.' is shown to be 
liumdrnm, and insipid and vice liiilliant :iiul attractive. 
If the family lie is lioUl uji iis something to be re- 
garded lightly. If godlessne.ss is shown to be fashion- 
able and characters are made interesting in propor- 
tion to the openness with which they violate the Ten 
(.'ommandments, and especially ono of them* the effect 
is necoa.'iarily bad, and the national character devel- 
oped under tlie infiuenco such writings is sure to be 
laistubid and Irresponsible. The fact that in I'rance 
today it la proi^osod seriously to pormit of trial mar- 
riages shows tlia.t the iiitluenro of llie French novel I.s 
.sapping the moral \-itality of the peoi)lo. On the other 
hand, if the fiction of a nation is wholesome in tone, 
tlie character of tho pooplo will be wholesome, and 
it was singularly fortunate for tho British people that 
at a time when Europe was passing through a jieriod 
of stress and storm, and doubt was being raised in 
inilllons of minds whether thoro were any law.s liu- 
inun or divine, to which obedlfnco should be rendered, 
llioir cliaracter wafj being molded b.v the writings of 
wi'itor.s of whom the subject of this sketch was repre- 
t:ontative. Sladamc de .St;iel said of Miss Edgoworth, 
liiat her writings were marred by their "dull utility," 
To the brilliant Swiss, whose views of life had been 
formed- in the luxurious and Immoral eoiJrt of Louis 
XVI, the domestic virtues and rude vices of which 
t)ie English authoress told were uninteresting. They 
wvvo coinniou-placo; they lacitod th.o tinisli and tho 
finesse of the follies and wickedness of high lire In 
Franco. Hut perhaps the fact that France had its Ro- 
>-olutioii, with all lis attendant horrors, while In Great 
Britain tlio problem of . constitutional government 
broadened' down from precedent to precedent, and thcj 
people were able to bear, with unflinching courage .and 
determ Illation, tlie tremendous responsibilities cast up- 
on Ihcin in tho last ciuurter of the Eighteenth and tho 
lirst qiKirtor ill! the Nineteenth century, may havo 
Im'Oh due to till! fact lliat in P.ritish lands the simple 
niid liomcly virtues were cultivated, while in Fr.aiicn 
they were despised, at least by those in whose hands 
was tha fate of the nation. Tterofore wo s«y thut tho 
lirltish people owe a debt of gratitude to such' wo- 
inon as Joanna Balllle, Hiinnah More and Maria Edge- 
■■■I'ltli. 'I'lii'.v wore literary gyroscopes, which kept 
tho good ship .steady umld the awful tempests, which 

I ■ i\ '• v.ltli a, rain of lead and a blinding 

spr.'iy of blood. 

Maria Edgoworlli v, a.s the daughter of Richard 
TvOveU Edgevvorth, of Edgewortlitowu, .Langf of dp .Ire- 
land. Shp. was born In England, where her, fatHer 
was teriiporarlly residing in, 1767. She wa8',,eaiicated 
under the close 'iB.uperyleion.;^^^^^ hor 
first works were Written in collaboration with him, 
allhough'his share in them does not .appeal' to have 
been groiit. Hlio mado her niitranco into literature 
when she was i!8, in a book entitled "Ijctters lo Liter- 
ary LadloH"; to this followed educational and juvenile 
works, in whlcli Jier father's views aa to tho duties 



of parents and children were elaborated. In 1800 ap- 
peared "Caatlo Hackrent," her first and best Irish 
novel. This had a great vogue and when "Belinda" 
' followed, and after this u joint essay by hor father and 
herself on "Irish Built!," her rejiutatlon as a writer 
boeame international; She vlttUctJ France shortly after 
and' was the recipient of inariy attentions. At this 
time the only romance of lier life occurred, for .she 
was fought In marrlugo by a Swedish nobleman, but 
declined his offer, and this ajipcar-s to have been the 
only one of which she w;is llio recliiient. On lier return 
to Ireland she eiigagod .actlvoly) In literary work, pro- 
ducing a number of stories of Jrlsh life, of which ''The 
-Absentee" is the best Uiiowu mid has been ranked by 
some even higher than "(.'astlo Rackrent." Her last 
novel, "Helen," was written in 1834; at which time 
she waaye'? yeasrs of age, and it is as full of charm 
and grace as her earlier productions. 

Miss Edgeworth was exceedingly small in stature 
and her features were by no means hoautiful, but she 
was endowed with a, chanii of maimt.'r wliich made 
her liosts of t'rlond.'^. .H,>r .sense of humor «-as ad- 
mirably developed, as her Irisli .-;iories show. Sir 
Walter Scott was among those who enjoyed hor 
friendship, and ho has left it on record that she In- 
spired him to write tho \\'avorIey Novels. Byron de- 
llglUod In her company, und Macuulay Kroatly admired 
her. Recently her letters have bci.'u iirimed, and they 
give a;n excellent idea o." the distingui.slied men who 
were her contornporarles, :md w it in whom she lived 
on terms of close frlomi.snip. U would ho impossible 
in this place to give ati.\- Illustrations of hor style of 
writing that would conv.'v an .-uloquate Idea "of It, 
for she was not blewsod with the faculty of graphic 
description, nor tliat species of imagination which 
permitted hor to draw word-plcture.s. She did her 
work under very unusual circumstances, writing in 
the family slttlns roojn, oblivious to what was trans- 
piring around her, a method of comimsition which 
may contribute towards directness of si vie, !,ut is not 
calculated to lead to flights of hincy.

So It Is, and so It has been 
since the beginning of time, v. Ith tlioso whose names 
havo come down to us in history, men who Iiave 
spent UioIr years in study, re.iearch and meditation, 
tho better to Instruct and to enlighten mankind; 
when the breath of their life luis gone out, it hus 
indeed meant the deiith of tlieir bodies, but t)ic God- 
iu.spired messages thoy Jiave brought to the world 
cannot die The thoughts of their hearts live after 
them, and, like tho leaves of tho "svveot-iii-doath," 
dlffu.so a gracious fragrance, as pure and beautiful 
us it is lasting. 

It has-been very justly said that there arc only 
a few fundamental, moral truths, ;jnd that tlicy are 
as old aa eternity. Yet it is not given to all of us 
to understand these truths clearly, of oursclvos, even 
though wo may bo aware that tho_\- c.xi.<t. Our in- 
torost and our imagination require ;iii cxlenial 
stimulus, either from being directly in.splrcd b>' 
the contemplation of nature, or from communicating 
with tliosc who have ni.astered the truths, and who, 
from that insight, arc enabled to portray thorn in 
such a manner'tliat our intelligence bocomos iiuiok- 
cnecl thereby, and our poreeiitioii capahln of full ap- 
proclytioii of the great mor;)l hi.ws.

the broader and the happier men and women for tho 
knowledge thus gained. Men may make now laws 
for every generation; .science may continue lo dis- 
cover principles hitherto unknown, that change our 
\iews of many material things; but tho groat moral 
truths roniaiii the same ycstorda.^•, today and I'orevor. 

■When w" try lo roo-ull tho name..; of tiioso wlKmi 
wo consider as tlio h'aders of moral thouglil, ^s•o 
speal; of Confurius, Zoroaster, Guatania, .Icsus tho 
Chrisl, Paul aiui Mohammed glibly oiiougli, and v,c' 
have some knowledge of al tow Roman and Grecian 
leaders as well. I'robably in this matter, as in most 
other matters, distance lends un enchantment, and 
the farther back wo look in history the greater tli'' 
dignity given to tho re'i-aicli, and tho greutor the 
credit accorded to those whoso lives wo .seek to 
study. But thoro jiro scoros of men, who have lived 
In comparatively modorii tiiiios, to whoiii wc do not, 
perhap.«, give credit enough, lor the wonderful in- 
fluence they have exerted upon mankind in their 
lifetime, and in tho years that have passed since 
their death. Fi'om tijnc to time thoro iirises among 
us one who stands out distinct from the rc-q, us -i 
leader of thought, as a jrublic b.-'iiofactor, aw a 'M(H-i--il 
reformer, it Is llio purpose m this series of articles 
to try and select those who are thus disthiguis-h.-d 
to glvii a short rovievv of tlieir life and work, and a 
brief outline, when possible, ot their teachings If 
in tluis looking over the UVes of those who havo 
fulfilled their missions and gone before, wc gain an 
itnpetus to nobler thoughts, tho time thus spent will 
not bo wasted. 

Dante — His Life 

I. 

"It is the imagination." writes Charles Eliot 
Norton, in his life of tho groat Italian poet, "which 
lifts man from the poll.^-, tr.-jiislcnl and physical in- 
terests that engross tho greater iiart of lils time and 
thought in self-regarding pursuits, to the l.-irgo, per- 
manent and spiritual intorc-qs that ennoble his na- 
ture, and transform hini from a, solilary Imllvidunl 
into a member of tho In otlierhiKid of tho Iniiiiau 
race. Tn the poet the imagination works more pou-- 
orfully and consistently than in otlior men, and thus 
tfualllles him to bcccmo the toachor and inspirer of 
his fellows, ... Is, fs needful to Icnow Dante 
the man in. order fully to appreciate him as u poet. 
He gives us ids worM not ;is rcfloclion from an un- 
conscious and Indil'feiTut mirror, but as from a mir- 
ror that sh.-ipos and orders its rcfloclion;:, for a 
delliiite end beyond that of art and extraneous to it. 
And la this lies the secret of Dante's hold upon so 
many and so various minds. Ho is the chief poet 
Of man as a moral being." 

,. There Is very llttlo known of Dante's family. Ho 
was born in I'lorcncc sometiuio In tho spring of I2li."i, 
and of his early years wo havo no account. .But of 
Dante, the man, a description is given by the Cliroii- 
Iclor of Floroiico, Glov-anni N'illanI, a contemporary. 
"Daiito," wrote ■\'ill!tnl, "ua.s an honorabJo and an- 
cient citizen of ]'"'lorence. ... He vvus a great 
masier in almost every branch Of knowledge, al- 
though ho was a layman; he was a snipreme poet iind 
philosopher, and a perfect rliatorltlclan alike in 
prose and vc-rso, as well as a most iioblo orator in 
public .'jpeoch, Willi tlh' most jiollshcd and beautiful 
stj'le that has ever been in our laiiguiigo." 

While ho lived in Florcm?o, Danto hold ollioe and 
.showed himself a man of ciiilnent pnictibllity Ho 
was intensely p;itnotlc, and lovod his birthplace with' 
all tho loyalty ot which his poetic nature was capii'- 
ble. Wc can Inmglno what: hfs feelliig.s must huvo 
been when ho wa.s banished' from Ins tomiiM, lol- 
lowllig' tho order of Cliarli's U. of Naiilcs. who had 
undertaken to reiluco t.j obndlenco tho refraittory op- 
poneiitH^of the Poiio In Tuscany. Danto v,a,s ac- 
cused of refusing ubedienco to the l^hurc.li and to 
^Charles. In a most touching passage, netil* the bh- 
glnnlnc of tlio "Convito," ho thus ■ deacribes bin 



exile, an exile that was to last as long. as life itself, 
for ho was never permitted l:o return to his beloved 
Florence: "From the time it. pleased the citizens of 
tija't fairest? and ni.Ost .famous, daugh'ter of Rome to 
cast me out I'rom.hervsweetest bosom . ..'i. .. to 
alm'ost .allithePragions to which our tongue extends 
I have gono a pilgrim,' almost a beggar, displaying 
against my will the wound of fortune, which la wont 
often to bo iminited unjustly to him who is wounded. 
'J'ruly I have been a bark without sail and witliout 
rudder, boriio to divers posts and bays and shores by 
that dry wind wliicli grievous poverty brings fortli. 
and I have aiipeared mean in the eyes of many, plio 
perchance through Bonie report had Imagined mo 
in other form; aiid. riot only has my person been 
lowered In their sight, but every work of mine, 
whether done or to bo done, has been held in less 
esteem." 

Tho earliest of Dante's works is the ("Vita 
Nouva") "New Lite" In it he relates, both m prose 
and verse, how ho met and was mflueiiced by 
Beatrice. It would only be fair to state here that 
many people do not bollevo Beatrice to have been a 
person at all, but rather an Ideal of the poet, or a 
source of Ills Inspiration. Beatrice literally means 
"making happy." There have been many pretty tales 
woven (ironnd his subject, but their authenticity is 
doubtful. .Vecording to Dunt(.^ himself tliere were no 
interviews between them, no love tokens exchanged. 
He tolls us that when ho was only nine years of age 
he saw a lovely little maiden of such gi-ace und un- 
conscious dignity, and whose eyes mirrored such 
purity of soul, that from '^the moment of their first 
meeting love reigned in Ills heart. About her he 
wove all his loveliest thoughts and fancies. Not 
until nluo years after their first meeting did she 
speak to him, and then it was only to salute him in 
passing. She died when Dante v,'as twenty-five. 
Uiiiler the narrative embodied in this first work lies 
an allegory of tho power of love to transform earthly 
things into tho likeness of heavenly, and to lift the 
soul from things material and transitory to tilings 
spiritual iiiid eternal. 

After Beatrice's death he sought for comfort and ■ 
forgctfulncss in worldly things, "devoting himself to 
the a.ctiuisition of Mie wisdom of the earth, and to 
the neglect for a time of the teaching of Divine 
revelation. He was attracted by iho allurements ot 
life. He married. He took office. He shared in the 
pleasures of tho day. . . . But at last a change 
came Ho awoke to consciousness of how far he had 
strayed from that good of whl'-h Beatrice was the 
tMie; how basely ho had deserted the true ideals of 
his youth. Ho took up his writing again with re- 
newed vigor, preparing for the groat work of his life."

HB,^fa,te ; which overtook the Incllan Na-!' 
, tlonal Congress at Surat l8 ■ exactly wha tf 
cl6se. qbsenvers. oi the movement have for' 
a Jonsfi'tlme iipreClotecl,/ isays i; the rLgn- • 
dou TTlmes.' Some of ;its 'most prominent' 
membors had been In the habit of talking 
moderation within the Congress and. pro- 
claiming disturbing, and Inflammatory 
SKiitlments outside. The -younger and 
iNlldor spirits toolt them at the measure of their ex- 
ternal speeches, and thus fell an>easy prey to the 
Insidious temptations of the real enemies of or- 
dered government in India. They were incited to 
compel the Congress to adopt the most extravagant 
and impossible demands, or, falling that, to wreck it. 
These tactics nearly succeeded a year ago; this timo 
tliey were entirely successful. The iiolltlcians wlio 
thought they might with impunity say one thing In 
tlio CongreKs pUUforni and quite another thing in. 
the market-place found too late tliat they had set in 
motion forces they were unable to arrest. They ha.s- 
■: jv tily changed the venue of ttlio Congress from Nag- 
■ '■'■..pur to Surat, but witliout avail. Issue was joined tlie 
moment the name of Dr. Rash Behari Ghose, a Ben- 
gali Xvlodei-ato, was proposed as President. The Ex- 
trerhlsts were determined not to elect liim, and they 
resorted to tlie only argument they understand, the 
argument of force. In tho free flgiit tliat ensued on 
the second day many lieads were broken, many clialrs 
wore sma.shed, and eventually the Ics.s boUuvrent rcp- 
(resentatlves of "United India" found themselvos tfly- 
■•Ing for .safety through rents in tho cunva.s walls of the 
.vast structure in which tho gathering was lieUl. Out 
Of the strife there emerges for onec tlio ominoii.'^ figure 

• Ot,'Mr..-Bal Gangadhar Tilak, who has long bfea— but 
US.ually in'the background — the organiner and leader 
o£.thef^Ext^emist section. It was iMr. Tilak's appear- 
ance on .the Dlatform which was tlic signal for the 

' charge iwhich' wrecked the Congress. Mr. Tilak is a 
political enigma, even.in a conntrv \vii(M-e politics are 
-Often the queerest, Jumble of Ideas, a Mh iiratta Brah- 
.. mln. ol. scholarly attainments, ho long ago suffered, a 
I .^H.term of ■Imprisonment for. Inciting to disaffection. He 
.^'■■Is feared and distrusted by nearly -'aU sections of 
, Indian political opinion; yet he contrives to hold his 
own, to enlist the aid of large numbers of followers, 
and to foment agitation. He ^eems to have no .poli- 
tical principles, .but to ainv at ' destruction ^ pure and 
simple. If he could not-.'control the Congress;* he was 
determined, to ..destroy, it; and for the time, being he 
has attained his unworthy object. 

The Moderate leaders in the Congress have 
wrought their own undoing. They wanted to make 
tho people of England think that the Cong)-ess repre- 
sented the "Indian nation," though they.knew-in thel;r 
hearts it did not. To that primary end,' the outward 
semblance of unity, all other considerat.!ons.were sac- 
rificed. Th<n- Jcnew very well the character and 
the intrlgues>3E Mr. Tilak'; they knew, none better— 
tlio nature and the motive of the songs sung at tlic 
travesties of religious and patriotic festivals wliich ho 
organized; yet almost to the end he was admitted tn 
their private councils. They . quarreled behind closed 
doors, and then asked the public to believe that tlio 
long array of resolution^ which they passed in the 
open, without a solitary amenclmdnt in twenty-three 
years, embodied the unanimous opinion* of "tlie peo- 
ple of India." They did not represent even thoir own 
unanimous view.s, for in their secret, conclaves bick- 
ering has been incessant. They did not represent the 
views of sixty millions of Mahoramedans, who have 
steadily held aloof from the Congress, or of tho Raj- 
puts, or a large proportion of the Silchs, or the buik 
of the subjects of native Princes; still more, they did 
not represent tlie lde;j.s of. millions of. other quiet'pco- 
plo v.-ho hardly knew 'that siicli an organization exi.st- 
ed. The Parseos, who have had such a large share of 
control in the Congress, possess in proportion to thoir 
numbers the most extraordinary influence of any race 
now existing, for there are hardly a hundred thousand 
of them in the world, Parsees apart, tho organiza- 
.-_tIon is almost entirely Hindu; among Hindus it is 
.iji'.largely Brahmin; among Brahmin.s it illustrates that 
' singular tendency by which lawyers and politics seem 
Inseparably^ associated. Tho Congress, at its best, 
'has certainly expressed the asiiirations of a consid- 
erable number of able Indians; but it has never really 
..jiSppken, as' If has claimed to .speak, for ail India. I'^i'r 
'.j;:yea.rs It has unconsciously mocked its own demands, 

* Wjjlch It presses with such insl.stcnce on the Govern- 
ment. It clamors for a constitution, but it has not 
dared to frame a' constitution for itself. It orates of 
the elective principle, but it knows that to introdupo 
the genuine elective principle into its own crcle would 
be to oomhilt an act of self-destruction. Anart from 

. the^questlon of the choice of a president, the ilLsputo 
:: at. Surat ap^ear^/to some extent to have taken tlie 
.form if a <iua,rrel as'td .whether a resolution sliould 
i^e passed In favor of what is called "colonial s^ir- 
P'-ivernment" or of some undisclosed method of admin- 
istration which >vould practically eliminate BrUish 
control. Yet what lessbn are we to learn of tho flt- 
■Jiess pf Indians for self-government from the example 



of the Congress itself? "We will not unduly empha- ; 
. ilslze the inferences ::to«' be dravvn from an encounter 
.' which has. had parallels;'' in times ofss.olUlcal excite- 
' mont, In all.'couutriesi'^ iBut how far, In lt.s general 
methods, has the Congress proved Itself capable of 
cxirclsiuc tho boon of elective self-government'.' It 
has had no acceptable principle ot re|)resentation 
whatever; it has had no ortliodox svstem of electing 
the delegates who are supposed to voice tho senti- 
ments ,pf .that United India \vhich it is its claim 
■ to . represent; It has had uo method of se- 
lecting a proportional number of men from each 
centre of population, and sending thein to join in 
common deliberations. It lias been a iiell-mell as- 
semblage controlled by principles far moro autocratic 
than the British Government would dream of intro- 
ducing into India. Two or tliree strong men hold 
all the rest in subjection so far as they can, and 
dictate to them what they are to say, and how they 
are to say it. As it exists today, therefore, it is not 
surprising that the Congress has at last found itself 
on tlie verge of dissolution. One turbulent spirit, 
bursting througli all restraints, has brought about its 
temporary downfall. The whole fabric of its pre- 
tensions was shattered Jn a mopient when a ginglo 
Mahratta shoe? came hurtling. through the alt;' 

It ' is no pai't of our intention to express any 
gratification that the Surat gathering has had such 
a ridiculous termination. It is rather a matter to 
deplore. Tho Congress is essentially /sectional, but, 
after all, it represents in some sense the articulate 
portion of a preponderating section of the Indian 
communities. No one wishes to see any body of in- 
telligent Indians deprived of the opportunity of mak- 
ing their opinions and desires known. No one — ex- 
cept Mr. Tilak and his iillies — wishes to stifle dis- 
cussion, or to refuse a fair hearing to reasoned and 
reasonable views. But, if the Indian National Con-- 
gress wishes to rehabllitato itself in public opinion, 
it nuist abate its ari'ogant iirctensions, and it must 
reduce its jirogramine lo limits that are possible. Bo- 
fore confidence can be accorded to it, there must bo 
a pu'-ging of its ranks of tho men who are not con- 
structive .politicians, wlio arc not genuine seekers 
for the redress of grievances, but whose sole aim is 
the subversion of the existing order of things. This 
the Moderates now promise; but Lala Lajpat Ral al- 
ready talks of reconciliation, and it remains to bo 
seen how far tlio severance is permanent. There is 
no room within tho Congress botli for tho Moder- 
ates and for men who have been airing such nox- 
ious doctrines as tho Extremists have of late been 
disseminating. Moreover, those who remain in the 
Congress fold must learn that their responsibility as 
public men does not terminate when they step down 
from its platform. They cannot be Moderates in- 
side- and Extremists outside, as some of them seem 
to have tliought in tlie last few months until a 
bitter awakening came Tho responslliility ■. for tho 
orgy of sedition which set Easterri India and tlio 
Punjab aflame does not rest upon the Extremists 
alone. It lies almost equally upon those nominal 
Moderates who, with unguarded tongues, helped to 
foment discontent, and upon -those others who 
were content to stand silently by when a word of 
protest might have' che'cked the evil work. The fruits 
of .that reckless campaign are still being garnered; wo 
hayo, ]ivjifl,t. .is. probably , an example of its conse- 
quences ■ In the recent" outrage ht -'Goalanda, . when 
Mr. Allen, a .Civil servant who had incurred fue 
displeasure of , the disaffected, was shot at the rail- 
way station, 'tlntil the' Moderates cease:, from par- 
ticipation In''lntemt)erate agitation,- ;until .they.-, finally 
cut themselves loose from the emissaries . of disor- 
der, they cannot expect to -be regarded ■"with respect 
and attention. When they , (Jo that, they will be lis- 
tened to afresh, but, as Mr. Morley told thehi, they 
must not "ask for the moon." India Is n6t yet fitted 
for any general for.m of elective self-government;' and 
the period When Iior peoples will be so fitted 5,!^' not 
even in sight. That is uo reason, however,' "Why 
thoughtful and prescient Indians should' not -busy 
llirinselves in the task of making such self-govern- 
ment possible. There are many obstacles to be' sur- 
mounted, many gulfs to be bridged, before that day 
dawns. Before the various communities arc (luallfied 
to govern thornsoh-es they must first break down 
the barriers that divide thorn from each other. They 
must reform their social system, tliey must curb those 
r;icial and religious jealousies W'iiich are far more 
Ih'ing realities in India, than any dislike of tlio doin- 
nant Power, they must show that seb'-go\ rrnmout 
does not mean for them, as it would liuAnv, the sub- 
stitution of tho Br.alimin for the Knglisliinan— with 
all tiic implacable intolerance the change would 
imply— and the subjection of all India to the control 
of Bengali lawyers and clerks. Until these things are 
accomiiiisiied, the Congress will bo wise to moderate' 
its more ardent desires; for Groat Britain will never 
be a parly to an>- "reforms" which will set the pco- 
]de of India at one another's throats with lluit swift 
fury, so striking in its instant re\'elation of tlie true 
situation, which ^\-a.s witnessed tho other day at 
Surat.

Our own planet u v 
system was not unique; It was merely one of an in- 
flnlte number of systems, a minute speck in the 
general oi-der of things, and nothing at all as com- 
pared with the Innnito number of other systems.

tion as that of our own system. If that wore true

It is n9 
adequate answer to our correspondent's complaints to 
say that tho output of Parliament has of late been 
much loss than it was; that, to take the last four 
Sessions, the public Acts passed were only 36, 23, 
58, and DS, which are figures much smaller than tho 
records of many previous years. The decline In the 
volume of legislation is largely delusive. Parliament 
Is moro and' more content to turn out a mere legisla- 
tive shell; Its contents are to be filled in by perman- 
ent' officials who give effectiveness to what, as it 
comes., fi'om the liands of 'Parliament, was' little more 
than a series of alDStractions, certainly no fully 
workable measui-e. To take an example from the 
legislation of last session, tho Criminal Appeal "Act 
may prove to be a veritable • revolution in criminal 
law, or it may turn out a measure of little consequence 
for good or evil, the deciding factor bein.g in no 
small degree tho nature of the rules which are now 
litdng framed. The effect of the Public Trustee Act 
could not be known until the elaborate rules made 
under it were ])ublished. To refer oul.^- to the .Stat- 
ute-book is to pass ovBr tho Orders in Counci!, which 
are to all intents and purposes enactments. Our 
correspondent adverts only to public Acts. His case 
is strengthened by the fact that private Acts mav 
confer, upon municipalitie.s or corporations largo jjow- 
erg over the individual citizen. That the volumes of 
the statute-books are of late thinner tl-.an sonio of 
their predecessors is no proof or presumption that 
the Legislaturev has been less busy than in davs 
when there was much less delegated legislation than 
there Is now/" Worse' than bver-legl.slation by Par- 
liament 'Is ..the same process 1 by ? bodies or persons 
much less exposed to crltlolsjni-and presumably less

Our cbri-espondent refers, vbut - not' adequately, to 
some examples, of 'what-, may, be< called the >back» wash 
ot benevolent legislation; the soolalt disturbance ne- 
cessarily caused; by. large innovations; >and resulting 
m serious injury to classes whose interests 'livere 
Insuiiiclently considered by Parliament, We take an 
Illustration from a "kina o'l^'Iegislatlon for, which 
much IS to be urged. There are' grave evils con- 
nected with certain homo Industries. . They lend 
themselves to sweating and oppressive practices. 
Upon the younger members of families they . may. be 
the occasion for exercising ' gross . ty/aany. Here 
and still more in some of our colonics governments 
and legislatures are being pushed on by tra'de 
unions to put down with a heavy hand such fornis 
of industrj'. In.spectors are urged to ' be- -Vignaht in 
detecting and punishing offenders. This zeal' is not 
ail progress and gain. Behind such measures comes 
a 'back wash in whiclt are submerged people who 
kept afloat; homos iield together are broken 
up; those who mnintained themselves are forced 
to ask for charity. "\Vo ' take another illus- 
tration, also from industrial legislation. There Is a 
large volume of enactments which prescribe for all 
classes, including adults, a . particular course of 
conduct and pronounce their contracts to the con- 
trary to be of no avail. One m.ay -nssunie that the 
legislature has always in view a distinct .evil which 
needed correcetion, there Is, unfortunately, general- 
ly another .side than the bencflcient one to this 
legislation. One is pretty sure lo discover uijon 
careful iiuiuiry lliat such prohibitions liave des- 
troyed or impaired some useful private arran.gc- 
ment.s. I'he good \vhioIi.'4he -particular act has 
done is duly paraded by Us authors. There mav 
be little .said as to its indirect effects, and only 
careful searcli may reveal them. 

Mr. Tallack favors a heroic, or, to describe it 
more accurately, a ciiimcrical, remedy. He w^ould 
have the legislature sit not so often as it does; he 
thinks that "it might bo a national advantage if 
parliament could occasionally be prorogued for 
periods of five years or longer." Ho might have 
referred as precedents to the practice of the legis- 
latures of tho .States of America, many of whom 
meet only at intervals of two, three, or "four years; 
the community, it is sometimes said, feeling' safer 
when they are not in session. Perhaps there is 
no room at present for practical suggestions of any 
kind. ' We have no such resources" as are found 
useful- in America when the governors of states veto 
by the score unnecessary or crude measures. The 
temptations to Indulge in over- legislation are loo 
strong to be resisted, and we must endure in pa- 
tle'nce the evils which our correspondent Jahieiits. 
Still it. may be vvorth restating a suggestion which 
has often 'been made, though so far with small ef- 
fect, that there ^should be some closer supervision 
of the merely mechanical parts of legislation, some 
better guarante'e than noW exists that obvious am- 
biguities or. .contradictions shall be removed at all 
oventg when the ambiguity is not intentional and 
designed to avoid a clear expression of opinion as 
to an awkward point. Another suggestion mav be 
restated; that minor detects disclosed in the work- 
ing of acts should be autq'matically brought to the 
notice of parliament with a view to their correction 
V.e recall these suggestions, together with tho 
complaints of our correspondent with little hope 
that they will be much heed^. Statutes mav be 
tho fairy tales of , demi>crady, the expressions of 
deepseated beliefs and hopes. They are that and 
much more, they are the outcome of a Wide and 
varied- desire for changes, in many dlreclons, the 
outcome of struggles between classes, treaties of 
peace often at tho end of long hostilities. It is 
not an empty paradox to say that a gboil wSny 
persons who protest In general ■ terms- against over- 
legislation and over- Inspection are. In,- regard to 
particular matters, their own hobbles, and causes, 
ilio most active In bringing about these evils. ,

Tluough it have been given to the world the 
results of original researches containing -ne>y'.'; facts • 
and conclusions at tlie time of their- publication not • 
known to tlic scientific world. 

In the report of Dr. Sherzer are abundant original 
data and observations on glacial origin and; action. 
Fh'^e glaciers are described: The Victoria and .'jyenk- 
chemna glaciers in Albejrta, 'iaiid the, Xoho,, Mulkah, 
and the great Illeclllewaet, discovered 'In 1883j .Ih "Brl-' 
tish Columbia. ' V'' " ; ' ''' ' ' , ' '"" j 

They are In a 'iregi'bn' pit clllnatlo extreines, ''ther- 
mometers having 'Weorded a^' high' as' ilO degrees at 
Griffin Lake and as low as i9 de.groes below zero at - 
Calgary. Blowing from tho warm currents of the 
Pacific, over tho Gold and Coast ranges come^ occa- 
sionally the "snow-eating" Cliinook winds, dry and 
balmy, given tho name from tho tribe of Indians 
near Puset .Sound, by early Hudson Bay trappers 
and voyagours. Those winds constitute one of tlie 
meteorological peculiarities of tliis continent, and by 
scientific study have been determined lo be jiart of 
a great "whirl" due to an intricate series of influ- 
ences. 

It may be a matter of surprise to many, suggests 
Dr. Sherzer, to learn that four or five days of com- 
fbrtable railway travel places one in the midst of 
sno-,v-flolds rivaling in size and grandeur those of 
Switzerland, that the ice bodies descending from 
these fields may be studied from modern hotels as a 
base, and that one may safely ride a horse lo the 

■ very nose of each. For trips on the ice to the passes 
and neighboring peaks, experienced Swiss guides are 
available during the summer months. So far as is 

^ known there Is hero the most magnificent develop- 
>njent40f glaciers of the Alpine type on the American 
continent. 

Glaciers Generally Receding 
The glaciers generally were found to be still in re- 
treat, the Wapta, at tho head of tlio Yoho valley, hav- 
ing exceeded its average of tho last three years by 
a few feet, while tho Illeclllewaet at Glacier House", 
receded but one-third of the average wiilch it has 
maintained during tlie last seventeen years. The As- 
ulkan, in an adjoining valley, which had been advanc- 
ing for about two years, has remained practically sta- 
tionary during the last year. The Victoria presents 
an oblique front of nearly half a mile, and its lower 
eight hundred feet, completely veneered with rock, 
has pushed out Into the valley at a comparatively re- 
cent^date. The Wenkchemna glacier, in the Valley 
of the Ten Peaks, formerly called Desolation Vallev, 
proved-exceptionally interesting because of its almost 
unique .character, , only one other -of the type — the 
Malasplna .m Alaska — having been described. The 
Wenkchemna' consists of a sluggish ice mass, rela- 
tively short but broad, 'formed by the lateral coales- 
cence of about a dozen-short Ice .streams,- each of 
which retains its identity' niore' or- ■loss perfectly 
entirely acro.ss the glacier, and maintains its own nose ■ 
and motion Independently of its neighbors. 'To those , 
who do not fully appreciate all the factors of -the 
problem It is frequeatly a matter of surprise that a- 
glacior in one valley may be In retreat while that In . 
an adjacent valley may be advancing, as has just been 
the case in tho Asulkan and Illeclllewaet valleys; but'' 
in tho case of the -Wenkchemna- there -is still ;more ' 
varied behavior in streams that are side' by side al- 
most throughout their length. 

Interesting facts as to just Iiow glaciers flow are 
set forth. "l'"low" is a good word to describe their 
motion. Glacial ice, lo all ap])oarances .solid, is un- 
der certain circumstances plastic, and if a river of 
water can be conceived that moves in inches instead 
of miles, such a river would resemble very closely a 
glacier. The experiniont of sotting up eigliteon metal 
plates in a direct lino acro.ss tho Victoria gl.acier a 
third of a mile, showed a total movement in 423 days

On either side and in front of each are tho.i^aual. 
glacial moraines or mounds of broken rock and gra- 
vel, either pushed up or deposited by tho Ice In melt- ,1 
Ing. The constant race between tho melting forces and 
tho flow of the ice stream, fo determine whether 
the great mass shall Invade new territory or be 
forced to give ground Is not tho least interesting. -,

In tho. conclusions, above stated, that some were ad- 
vancing and others receding. ■, ' ^ i 
Complete Surveys ' 
Complete surveys were obtained of each g^a^ier 
from the high neve fields, where the snow, avalarich- 
ed two tliousand feet from tho mountain peaks', -first 
begir<^ to compress into glacial Ice, along the com- 
past mass itself, several miles to the rounded nose, • ' 
and its drainage stream running down usually to a 
lake and then off In a river. The term "Ice waves" 
seems a strange one, yet that is a correct description , 
for the rolling masses of ice that take from 36 'to. 
40 years for a complete oscillation. Data interesting 
to geologists were obtained in regard lo the flowing 
of one ice river into another. Likewise tho signifi- 
cance of bands of dirt across tlio ice face, and of 
zones and stripes less- regular in their formation, 
was worlced out. The twistings and turnings of the 
Ice strata, 'the intrusion of dykes, the making of. cre- 
vasses, and many ot'nor phenomena. In. some cases 
very similar to the action of ' the earth's" orust Itself , ' 
were recorded and studied. 

Make-Up and "Flow" of the Glaciers 
Particular investigations made of the structure 
of glacial Ice revealed microscopic granules not weld- 
ed together but closely locked. Each granule ia a 
tiny ice crystal belonging to the hexagonal system 
of mineraks, and in quantity, has a rich blue color, 
by tran.smiltcd light. Considering the hexagonal-'.- 
shape of' the ice granules, the glacier can "flow" in ' 
many directions without breai^ing tl-ie crystals, and 
upon this Dr. Sherzer bases his conclusions as to the 
movement of the glaciers. He says "that under cer- 
tain conditions and within certain limits ice is cap- 
able of behaving as a plastic body, that is, capable 
Df yielding continuously to stress without rupture" . 
but "the plasticity of Ice a crystalline - substance, 
must be thought of as essentially . differeht-Vifrom 
that manifested by such amorphous subStenij'eB-V'as ' 
wax or asphaltum." ' ;?^'*f';?;^J' 

Causes of Exquisite" Coloring .J^ f?^ '; 
The causes of the exquisite rlchne.ss ari'i'viariety 
of coloring seen in glaciers and glacial lakes which 
can not be reproduced in a colored photograph, and'v - 
which eludes tho brush of the most skilled artist,' '^■'' 
are considered as a conclusion to Dr. Sherzer's mem- ' 
olr.

Institution Lectui'es 




IR DAVID GILL opened the usual course 
of Christmas lectures at the Royal Insti- 
tution, Albemarle street, on Saturday af- 
ternoon, says the London Times. Tho 
subject was "Astronomy— Old and New." 

After noting that the Christmas lec- 
tures had been instituted by Faradav and 
that tlie present was the S2nd course. 
Sir David Gill began with a reference to 
the begmmng.s of astronomical thought. The' Chi- 
nese, he said, claimed tliat there were astronomers 
amone them 4,000 years before the Christian era who 
couia predict eclipses, and about 2,0o0 years li C a 
great observatory was cstabllslieil, with a board of 
astronomers, whose (lut,\- it was to predict astronomi- 
cal events, under penally of death in case of I'ailure. 
The Greek historians, howe\-or, ascribed the origin of 
astronomy, to, the Chaldaens and Egyptians. Whe- 
ther .t^ie}*' .-or the "Chinese were; ri.glit he could not tell; 
th? hlst<)ry of the dawn of astronoiiiN' was lost in an- 
tiquity. About GOO years B.C. the Greek philosopher 
Thales, saw that the earth was a ball or sohero, and 
that the moon got Its light from the sun. A cen- 
tury later another Greek philosopher, i^-ihagora.s, 
perceived that' the earth rotated on its own axis and 
-also reyolved round.the sun, but was afiaid to leacii 
his views, Very little, howo\-er, was done in tlio 
way oj .sound astronomy till ili,, time of Ilippar- 
chus, ,who taught that the earth \vas the centre of 
things and that the sun and plar;ets revolved round

Where Shall I Plant My Roses? 
Is the first (picstion 3'ou ask. Well, that 
would depend a great deal upon circumstances. 
However, L. 1 1 . Ikii- 
1 c y. Professor of 
] lorticulture, Cornell 
University, would 
seem tof have an- 
swered m'c question 
in the following ar- 
ticle taken from 
"How . to Make a 
Flower- Garden,*^ in 
a manner that would 
govern most cases; 

"Thai; depends on 
what you want them 
for. If you want 
theni priinaril}- for 
fine- flowers, jilant 

them in an area by themselves, where they can 
•have good care. Roses are highly bred plants. 
They cannot shift for themselves and yet main- 
,tain all their superlative excellences, any more 
'than potatoes or blackberries can. Thrust into 
the shrubbery, they suffer in the competition. 
•The flowers deteriorate; the bushes dwindle 
and die. Roses need special treatment and 
Care. They are flower-garden subjects. 

. "[f one wants a good mass of shrubbery, he 
must choose plants that arc vigorous, hardy, 
A'crduroiis, aild able in large measure to care 
for themselves. The common named garrlen 
roses do not belong to this class of shrubs. 
They are not verdurous;, Their foliage is sqant, 
not adapted , to mass effects, and very liable to 
insect and fuiigous attacks, Highly bred -foses 
should noi^t be mixed inlhe general border. 

"To all these remarks there are exceptions. 
Some of the single and wild roses are well 
adapted to shrul)bery masses. This is particu- 
larly true of the Jiast .Asian Rr)sa rugosa, 
Avhich is hardy, has an attractive- habit, strong 
and picturcscjuc cane;, abundant and interest- 
ing foliage, attractive largo white or red single 
or scmi-doidile flowers, large and conspicuous 
fruits, and is practically free from insect and 
fungous attacks. This rose has character as a 
shrub, winter and snmijier. 

"When I say that roses should be planted 
by themselves, 1 do not mean that they should 
be set in the lawn. They arc out of place when 
scattered over the yard. They mean nothing 
there. One cannot cultivate them. The}' are 
unsightly when tied up in straw for the winter. 
Their ])eriod of attractiveness is short. When 
the bloom is ])ast they are uninteresting, in 
the lawn, the plants must compete with the 
grass. The_v suffer from <!rought. 1 icing 
scattered, they receive only occasional atten- 
tion

"Notwithstanding the 
nominal position that the 
rose has held, ftom tinie 
imniemorial, a s t h i 
"<|ueen of flowers." it is 
not [ii lu' gainsaid that 
the r(-ise as a garden 
plant has been relegated 
oi late years to a secon- 
dary place. 1 1 lias been 
o\'ersha(k)wed l,i\' I h t 
very laudable desire to 
plant >nore largely of na- 
tive .trees and shrubs, 
with which have been as- 
soci4ted the flowering 
shrubs of Japan. Unfor- 
tunately, rose plants an 
not decorative hushes ot 
themselves — at least, tlu 
most commonly accejited 
groupiS are not, and in 
order to devote space to 
roses a decided rose en- 
thusiasm is first of all 
needed. A rose plant 
must be- looked upon only 
as a means to an eiul — glorious roses — and the 
more this olijcct is keot in view the less orna- 
mental does the I'ose [)lant beconic. This is 
due to the hard priming that is neccssar_\' if you 
■\vould have the best blooms on the hybrid per- 
petuals, which are the only generally 'reliable 
kinds for the average garden. 

",P)Ut there i.s a change coining over tlu; 
scene. Since the very \vide distribution of the 
])opular Crimson l\amhl(M-, att:enlion lias l)een 
directed to the pos.sibilitics of other groups ot 
roses for various purposes. The. availability 
of climbing roses for garden use has led many 
into planting thi.s and Wichuraiana, and hy- 
brids frcnn them, in continually increasing 
numbers. ,'\ few ])rt)gressive hortictilttirisls 
have seen these ihings, and there is a very 
marked tendency now in various |)arts (jf the 
comitry to raise up a new race of roses which 
will fit our climatic conditions better than the 
f'rcncb races upon which dependence has-been 
placed, and to which the mind naturally turns 
whenever the rose is named. The strong sun 
of summer and the severe trials of winter make 
the conditions for roses in America very differ- 
ent from those that ])revail in iMigland and in 
France, and the roses which liave been bred 
to nieet the rec|uiremenls of those countries 
do not always find things most comfortable for 
them here. Yet for a long time to come reli- 
ance must be placed upon such varieties of 
European origin as are found b^st fitted to 
survive. 

"The present trouble ■yvith roses in Ameri- 
can gardens is that the bloom falls as soon as 
it is developed, and while we can grow fine 
wood and get a burst of bloom that is marvel- 
ous, yet it is all over in a day or two, and the 
season of the rose is dead in its birth. 11iere- 
fore is the present tendency to try other roses 
for other purposes than the mere blooms. 

"There are hytlridists at work who are en- 
deavoring to blend the roses of France and 
iMigland with some of our native species, in 
the belief that from the introduction, of native 
blood they will obtain roses which will stand 
the climate better. May their efforts be crown-, 
ed with success! The creation .c/f a sturdy 
North American race will more surely give ai 
impetus to rose-culture than will the mere 
multiplication of forcing varieties. 

"That the rose can be growti with great 
success is demonstrated each year, for the plant 
simply insists on flowering ]ir(;fusely in the 
face of all sorts of neglect. What we need is 
the proper adaptation of varieties or races. I 
do not for a moment thiiik that 'the popular 
H, P, roses of today will be driven out of the^ 



garden of the rose-lover, nor" that where >the 
Jl. T. varieties can ba induced to- live on (with 
the most solicitous care), that any new races 

will oust them from our best gardens. No. 
indeed ; for they are the roses of sentiment and 
of connnon belief. I>ut in remote parts of the 
country where a rose is merely a rose, the de- 
mand for varieties that will last m Mower is ■ 
great, and when such can be introduced there 
will be roses cverywheie J he rose will {lever 
be out of fashion or favor, and, given the right 
varieties, the demand for it will mcreasc. "

Pruning Roses 

B. M. Watson says on rose-culture: "ii. 
Bailey's 'Cyclopedia of American Horticulture' 
some fifty species of roses are enumerated as 
common in cultivation. From these specitjs 



■ihtiumerable'- varieties have ; sprung. ' It seems 
impossible;', in a genus so diversified, to give 
any general rules for pruning, but by classitv- 
niQ' roses by their habits of- growth it is hoped 
that some-help may be given the ine.xperienced 
grower. It is assumed in what- follows that 
the plants are well. cultivated andi';have '-plenty 
of nnunshnient. ■ , ■ 

"Iljrbnd perpetuals, hybrid teas, Provence, 
and moss roses are best grown as bush\' plants. 
They should be severely cut back while dor- 
mant in spring, but never in summer or early 
aptumn, as i.s sometimes done because they 
are Mtragghng and look unkcm|)t in an other- 
wise neat garden. From tvvo-thirds to tour- 
fifths of last year's wood, 
and all weaic shoots, are 
removed. This results in 
strong growths, produc- 
ing large flowers> the size 
of which can be increased 
by disbudding. If numer- 
ous smaller flowers are 
desired — i. e., quantity at 
the expense of qualify — 
the shortening-in need 
not be carried so far. It 
is permissible to cut back 
only one-half,\ but this 
treatment is objectiona- 
ble, and does not tend to 
keep the plants in gnod ' 
condition. This winter 
pruning should be supple- 
mented by a sunmicr 
pruning, which consists 
of simply cutting the flow- 
ering shoots after • ■•the 
flowers fade. It '•■iS' til- 
. ready done if all • the 
blooms have been giather- 
ed. Remove w e a'k 
growtlis and all sprouts 
ifrom the stock as they 'ap- 
pear. As the plants age, 
worn-out stems must be 
taken out and the centre 
left open to encourage 
nevf • slioptsj; ,S.onie-'f o 
these roses are short-lived 
and must eventually be 
replaced. Hybrid perpetu- 
al roses of weak habit — 
0. g., Prince Camille dc 
Rohan — should be cut 
ba;Ck harder than vigor- 
ous growers like General 
Jacqueminot, but only 
when in good health. Hy- 
.l3ri4. teas^^ as a rule • require 
.tile most severe -pruning ; 
moss aiod Provence roses 
least. ■■ 

Climbing roses need not 
be j^runed so hard as 
those above described. Cut off in spring, be- 
fore the buds o]Ten, from one-fifth to one-third 
of the previous year's growth; also, in estab- 
lished plants, any of the old, fiowering wood 
which is enfeebled. Do not hesitate, even if a 
.part of the trellis is laid hare. It is by this 
means only that these plants can be kept vigor- 
(jius. In summer take out most of the old wood 
aifter it is done tlowerin.g, and train new 
growths as desired, pinching out weak and ob- 
jectionable shoots. 

"Half-climbing roses, like the Japanese 
Rosa multiflora (R. polyantha) and its varieties, 
the swectbriars, R. scti.gera, the type and the 
dog rose, are commonly grown as bushes and 
pruned as above described, more attention be- 
ing paid to ctitting out wornout stems and 
keeping the centres, open ; but the flowering 
wood must not be removed after Iblooming 
where frttit is desired in winter. 

"Trailing roses (R. Wichuraiana and its 
varieties) require comparatively little pruning, 
p,-ud;icular]y in the North, where unfavorable 
seasons are apt to kill sonic of the wood. By 
taking out dead branches and cutting back 
enough to" .restore the balance opportunity is 
given for new growths which are essential to 
keep them in good condition. 

"The Persian Yellow rose, Plarrison's Yel- 
low, and .'\ustrian Ilrier are not strong grow- 
ers. One must be cautious with the knife, cut- 
ting out llie fbiwerin.g wood after the blooms 
fade. In established plants the worn-out stems 
can ])e re.novecl at any time. Scotch roses can 
be treated in the same way, and are much 
])eneiited by being cut cjean to the ground once 
111 abio'itt seven years. Their habit of spreading 
bv underground-'stems helps the recovery. 

"■Vyild ros,es, R. blanda, Carolina, lucida, 
mtida. etcrare grown not only for the flowersy 
l)ut for bright twigs and helps, in winter. Con- ^ 
setpiently iinich;- depends upon sturdy growth. 
1 hey arc Irequ'ently planted in such quantity 
that careful ])runing is impossible. Take out 
the older woofl from time to time, and at inter- 
vals of several years, determined by their con- 
dition, cut clean to the ground, at the same 
time giving manure and stirring the soil. An 
c(|ually good method of renewal is to dig up 
and reset the plants, discarding the old and 
feeble. 

"Rosa rugosa and its variety alba do not re- 
quire annual pruning, unless it be a little short- 
ening-in, of the ti])s— i;an intenninable operation. 
After -these plants are well established, how- 
ever, the* older canes) should be cut out occas- 
ionally, thus kceping\ the centre . free and en- 



couraging new growths. If at any time theyt 
are in bad shape from winter-killing or disease,;;/ 
■they can be cut to the ground. Hybrids of- 
'Rosa rugosa, like Madame Bruant, are helped- 
by sprmg- pruning^; cutt!ngv;back . the ; a,nnual 
growths, and thinning out old wood. ' "^^M^'m 
"Tender roses, like the- teas, Chinas, Ben- 
gals, and Bourbons, should be cut in at the 
be.gimiing of the flowering season, and, since - 
they arc really perpetual Idoomers, this process 
mtist be continued as long as the season lasts. 
Weak and unproductive shoots must be re- 
moved. Cloth of Gold, Lamarque, Marechal 
Niel, and other roses of hke habit, are closely 
pruned after their wood is well ripened, when 
they are most at rest. Under glass, this is : 
usually done just before starting them into 
growth. To bloom the Cherokee rose in a cool 
greenhouse in 'Jahuary and February, four- 
fifths of the summer's growth must be cut. 
away in October. Worn-out canes can be re-> 
moved at any time. The double-flowered vari- 
eties of R. Banksiae are severely cut back after 
the blooms have faded, in May or June, in a 
cobliliouse." 

A Rose iBank 
Concealing an unsightly bank by transform- 
ing it into a rose garden accomplishes several ■ 
desirable objects. It "makes the waste, places

WITH THE POULTRYMAN 

• "THE bRPINGTON- TYPE ' ' ■ ' 

N the Orpin.gton type breeders and 
' fanciers have quite, th.g ideal and 
perfection of shape, which forms the 
chief attraction in thoroughbred 
fowls, to most, if not all, who ad- 
mire and love them. For where the 
outline or form of any variety fail.s 
to please the eye, no color of plum- 
age, however beautiful, will ever 
make up for this loss. We must have distinct 
form and outline if we would :■ have distinct 
breeds, far no breed is worthy of a namfe ex- 
cept it have a shape all itg own and different 
from that of every other breed. And the name 
-Orpington may admirably describe a breed of 
fowls possessing this peculiar type to a marked 
degree. 

It i.s not whether we have attained the type 
to perfection in our breeding. The greater 
thing is that we have such a type to go into 
perfection in attaining. y\nd there is little 
ihiicstion but that all varieties of the Orping- 
tons may be made to approach this type very 
closely within the next few years, provided the 
same care and skill be bestowed tipon them as 
has been upon other popular breeds. 

But what is the more exact Orpington type 
that Jjreeders are to follow, and by which they 
ai'e to be govern.ed? Doubtless the appeal 
■must be made to the Standard, which b}^ word 
and illustration (and if colored, so much' tlie 
better), shall serve in guirling the progressive 
breeder and fancier, udiile from year to year 
he culls out liis flocic and 1)}' \vise selection en- 
deavors to bring his birds uj) to a uniform and 
-pleasing type. 

Yet, in comparing the cuts ami illustrations 
that have ajjpcared in sonic of tfic Journals, 
and in the catalogues of breeders, more par- 
ticularly of the black variety, which is conced- 
ed to be the best in shape of all, as well as the 
most beautiful and prolific, one is almost puz- 
zled to know whether he is looking at an Orp- 
ington or a Plymouth "Rock or a fcatherless 
legged I.,,angshan. The full, broad, deep, even- 
ly developed body, wilh an alniosc horizontal 
poise, Avithout that excessive, unsightly pos- 
terior development, a])pears in some measure 
and in some cases to be lost sight of. Yet the 
vSfandard, in unison with the breeder's highest 
ideal of type, demands this peculiar devclopr 
inent in Orpingtons, which should be sought 
- after by all who have taken them up to breed 
theiii as is fitting. .. 

We well remember wheti the Orpington 
shape first captured pur serious fancy. It was 
i.:£ifter a lapsevof».years, w^ien the . breeding of 
'^'thoroughbred poultfy had to yield ' necessarily 
to educational pursuits, that wc sent for the 
catalogue direct from the "originators of all 
the OqMugtons." And it was there we found 
what Ave regarded as tlie ideal in shape of all 
fowls. And again a little later we sent for a 
catalogue from some reputable breeder.s, who 
had in its pages a pen of birds beautifully pic- 
tiu'cd, which we considered would have served 
a Plymouth Rock fancier to greater credit than 
a fancier of the true Orpington or one who

I<oolciiig at such a lyj^e no one, v\'e suppose, 
Avould expect, after some experience, to go ii\to 
the yards of the most careful breeders of Orp- 
ingtons, of A\ hich now there arc not a few, and 
find that type fully and genera,ll.y .attained. A^pd 
this discrepancy between the ideal aM-itfie rieai 
might at first fill the novice with Iceenest dis-. 
appointment, but if looked at rightly 'it shpuld' 
inspire liim rather than discourage, because of 
the possibilities towards perfection that life' :jus1; 
beyond, in the path of the conscientious, ener- 
getic fancier. Still there arc some finely shap-

Taken as a Avhole, the Orpington male 
should he a big fellow, not coarse, but of com- 
• pact build, with close featherin,g, carrying a 
Avell developed tail, not so higli as the Lang- 
shan but at a more moderate angle and Avitli 
somewhat more posterior development than is 
found in that breed. Above all, he should pos- 
sess great vigor, for as in...all the larger breeds 
vigor is soon lost if not preserved in the male 
bird by careful selection. 

As for color, even Tn the buff we would al- 
low shape to be the first consideration, for if 
this be lost or neglected and preference be 
given to color, Ave have at once dismissed the 
breed, and its death knell has already been 
sounded. There are those who breed the Buffs 
who perhaps may not be able to go in alto- 
gether with the advice Ave offer here, but as our 
experience has been limited to the beautiful 
Blacks we feel like extending our sympathy to 
all who are wrestling with the buff color. 

Preserve and cultivate strong constitutional 
vigor in all breeds and not the least in breed- 
ing Orpingtons, Avhicli were and still are so 
favoraldy received on the accredited testimony 
so true of the Blacks which were the first Orp- 
ington creation, of their surpassing shape and 
general excellence. — American Poultry Jour- 
nal. 

Color Feeding in Poultry 

With regard to color feeding; that can 
hardly be described as a "trouble," but my 
reason for introducing the subject here is to 
explain how it comes about that birds often 
lose color, or if the;> do not actually lose it, 
never moult out as sound in color as they 
might. The color of feathers — Avhatever be its 
tint — be it red, yellow, blue, black, Avhite, or 
Avhat not (and white, be it re'rriembercd, is a 
color), depends upon the presence of certain 
pigments, and these pigments vary, of course, 
in intensity, the variations often being due to 
conditions of health as weir-''a^''tptwh'at is , 
"known as environment. 

The blood is composed of corpuscles — liv- 
ing things — and these corpuscles when nour- 
ished prpperly, of cours,e, keep the whole sys- 
tem VV^ll nourished and-Keal thy. It has been 
found that certain artiiiles.pf diet,: h 
ticularly healthy effe(jt:iiipoti^"'th6?^;Bib^ 
puscles; and among th,^s'e nothing is more ef- 
fective than iron. A cpttrsc of iron, treatment 
during the molt seems to' have the effect of 
brin,ging out the new plumage deeper and more 
brilliant than ijefore — and the only way in 
Aviiich 1 can account for this is by suggesting 
that the blood corpuscles have some effect up- 
on the pigmentary matter which is deposited

Repeat 
the oil spraying within eight or ten days in 
the same manner, and still another sjirayiug 
ten days after the last application. Then put 
in new roosts, new nests and straw, not re- 
storing old' fixtures, as these will infest the 
AvhoIe house with vermin as badly as ever. This 
thorough Avork will bring success.

How to Make ■ Gift-Edged ' Butter ^ 

jp^^^HE difference between first-class but- 
Waf ter and the unmentionable stuff 
^^4£<7 Avhicli the country storekeeper is too 
often compelled to take "in trade" is 
only the matter c)f observing a few 
•■iimple precautious and the inirchase 
of a few inexpensive tools. AI)solute cleanli- 
ness is the first consideration but one on ^vhic^ 
few care to be'advised. Keeping cream at the 
pro])er temperature and ripening it just right is 
probably next in .' importance. -.. Where jthe 
amount . of' creath" : is large eiiough. to , •rnkke 
d a i 1 y churnings practical - it . isrsimple,- enough, 
but where., few co.M/s are kept it hecpmes more 
serious. . 

Under no circumstances would I 1.)e with- 
out a good cream separator even if I had only 
two cows. One will not only richly pay the 
interest on the investment but the jM-incipal as 
•Avell in ;i short time. And while using it you 
have the satisfaction of knowing that you are 
getting, allvsthe Qrearifi from your milk, which 
ypil e.an do iiV no'^pther-Avay, and getting that 
cream in the best coiidition for butter making. 
There are some half dozen makes of separators 
in the market that Avill give continued satisfac- 
tion. There are dozens of others whose only 
merit is their low'first cost. 

WMiere cream must be held for several days 
to collect a sufficient amount for churning, it 
must be cooled immediately to and held'at a 
temperature of between 40 and 50 degrees; 
each succeeding mess should not be added at.,, 
once, but cooled to the same ternperatu're first; 
When added the mixture must be slowly but 
thoroughly stirred to secure an even mixture. 

When a sufficient amount of cvcain ior a 
•churning has been collected it should be held 
at a temperature of about 70 degrees for from 
twelve to twenty-four hours to "ripen it" or, in 
other f/ords, to allow the lactic acid bacteria to 
develop. Jyst how far this process should pro- 



ceed is largely a matter of experience and judg- 
ment. The cream should have a mildly acid 
taste and a faintly sour but aromatic and 
pleasant smell. The use of pure culture start- 
ers and acid tests are quite beyond the three- 
cow, dairy. ■ .'•,:.;*'. a' •■ 'i-; r' 
■ ' • When properly ripeiiecl the cre'ain must'. IjC;-^ 
immediately cooled to churning temperature' 
and churned. This temperature varies within 
reasonable limits, running from about 58 de- 
grees in the heat of summer to 68 degrees in 
winter. It is also affected to a 'less degree by 
the In-eed of cows and the advancement of 
their milk flow. The observation of these 
phenomena constitutes one of the chie.f pleas- 
ures of the intelligent dairyman. 

The form of churn^is important; avoid the 
dasher or any contrivance inside a churn which 
tends :tp brfeak. the grain of the butter. The 
milder the' ■fionc'ussion secured, so long as ft 
suffices to bring the butter in a i-easonable 
time, the better the product. My pensonal pre- 
ference for a small dairy w here the Avork must 
l.ie done by liand is an elliptical bodied swing- 
in,g churn which has absolutely no "inside 
works'' to be (gleaned. It is also the easiest to 
operate. My next clioice would be one of the 
revolving cluirns, either square or six-sided. 
They are a little harder to run but have the ad- 
-vantage thatrthf' butter may be. nicely worked 
before removal.,' Next cpmes the. barrel churn 
Avhich is ca'OAbje of good work but runs ra;iher 
hai;-d and .talciesibmc time to open A\'lTen w'a'tch- 
ing tjae progress- of the o]jeration. 
< -'Stop churning Avhen the fine granules first 
■begin to .show, and if there is danger of its 
coming too soft, a small lump of ice or a small 
rpiantity of cold water should be added and 
churning co'ntinucd till the granules-arc about 
the size of wheat grains.

Do not flusli the separator bowl Avith skim 
milk to secure the separation of Avhat whole 
milk is left in it. Use warm Avater instead. I 
had no end of trouble with white flecks until it 
dawned on me tliat part of the skim milk use<l 
for flushin.g was causing the trouble. Since us- 
ing Avarm water the trouble has disappeared. 
Uneven salting may cau|e the. , same effect". 
Rancid taste usually comes from the develop- 
ment of undesirable bacteria in the cream. 
Holding it at the proper temjieraturc, ripening 
rapidly and churning immediately Avill prevent 
their development. — F. E. B., in Garden Maga- 
zine.

How Horses Are Spoiled 

Were it possible to arrive at a correct esti- 
mate of the percentage of horses that are ruin- 
ed every year by mismanagement, the -total 
would surprise a good many people who have 
not troubled to consider the matter. Beyond 
all doubt a large number of such animals are 
spoiled by being broken hurriedly — that is to 
say, that although they may have been entrust- 
ed to capable hands, their breakers liavo not 
])osscsseil sufficient time to attend to their du- 
ties tliorouglily, and consequently have, 
through no fault of their own, been compelled 
to hasten their work. A still larger number of 
young horses owe their subsequent harl man- 
ners and consequent reduction in value to hav- 
ifig been under the tutelage of men who either 
have possessed little knowledge of how to make 
a colt, or else have been handicapped by an in- 
ability to act by their charges as they ought to. 
Finally, there comes a third category, and this 
is by no means a small one, namely, that Avhich 
includes horses which practically have never 
been broken at all, as they have been put to 
work alongside a steady old horse almost as 
soon as they have, been iM-ought up from grass, 
and have been compelled to pick up their ideas 
of harness as best they could. 

If the colt is 'timid, the methods employed 
by some breakers, aptly named, will break his 
heart, and should he be inc.hncd to show tem- 
per, an impatient or rough breakerj-'is; likely to 
make had a great deal Avorse. ' 

Then, too, there is a tendency on the part 
of some people to overbit their charges, and 
,whiUti,;this.i,is,,ijas^ it well can be in the

fewer, failures if breakerjS.;,;\^ere/v as a> rule, to 
make some attempt to'' discriminate as ?Tegards 
the difference of tempers that exists':; amongst 
horses; and not only this, but if they /-were -to 
treat the animals as though the latter possessed '■: 
some degree of intelligence. As soon as theV' 
colt gets to understand what is required of him, 
he will usually try his best to do it; but if he 
is taught a bad style, it Avill stick to him to the 
end, and his prospects for life Avill be spoiled.

startled at some unfamiliar sight. The next, ''" 
time he encounters anything of the kind he rc- ,' 
members his thrashing and associates the sightiS 
Avith suffering; then he shies again, and the 
punishmentds repeated||wj;h;^jsa^^^^^ effects. 
The .n^^h ;vvli:p is cairfelgs^' abouf^^^^^ 
who allows, his horse to drive hitnself, will:^poil 
any anifhal, 'and is as likely/ to end up by let- 
ting the horse doAA'n as not; but this observa- ; 
tion must not be taken as suggesting that a ' 
driver should always be fidgeting and woiTying 
his horse. His aim should be to get the animal 
to go right and to keep him at it ; it is often 
the slovenly driver Avho produces the ill-man- 
nered horse. In frequent cases it is the driver's 
, fault when a horse stumbles, but even when it 
is not sp, it_is quite unnecessary to use the 
' whipij^i^h^c^es'p^ If thie ; horse 

bnc6 begihs'^tb connect a istit withia thrash- ■ 
ing, he gets flurried when he puts afoot wrong,^, 
a-nd is very likely to iiome dbwh'^ih' cpnse-'f^^ 
quence ; but if he gets careless, it is necessary ' 
to Avake him up by a light stroke, just to remind 
him that he must keep awake. Of course, the 
jagging at a horse's mouth is as certain a Avay .. 
to ruin the animal as anything can be; and it is 
very far removed from a good practice to shout 
at and rate a horse for no i^articular lault. A 
natt^rallystimid- animahjis tliable to lose its head 
. ojn .such occasi,ons,/"vyrhilst- a bad-tempered one 
resents it, fort-Hbrses arejnot fools, and are iar 
more amenable to kindness 'combined with 
firmness than they are to ill-usage or violence 
of any kind. This being the case, it is unfor- . 
tunate that their memories should be so good . 
for the recollection of chastisement has often 
transformed an ordinarily-tempered horse into 
a perfect savage, and a good reliable Avorker in- 
to a useless brute. Of course, horses can be . 
spoiled in many other ways, but it is believed 
that the causes mentioned above are responsi- 
ble for most of the losses incurred by owners 
through the deterioration' 'oi th'eir

RITlNG some days previous 
to the election of Lord Cur- 
zon to the seat in the House 
of Lords, which had become 
vacant by the death of Lord 
Kilmaine, i the London Times 
said ' 
/fhe letter in which Lord 
V ' Curzon informs his brother 

ftlrish peers that he is a candidate for the seat 
in the House of Lords which has become va- 
cant by the death of Lord Kilmaine Avill be 
read v/ith interest by ^the pubHc. Lord Cur- 
zon's claims to a place in that House are _ too 
clear to be dwelt upon. Opinions may differ-' 
as to his policy when in Lidia, and there are 
portions of it which we have not ourselves been 
able completely to appirbye. But that he was 
a ijreat Viceroy, and that he has won for him- 
seff a high place amongst the statesmen of 
British Indiiy is beyond dispute. Before he 
went to the East he had achieved a well-de- 
served reputation in the House of Commons. 
His knowledge, his industry atijl-;his remark- 
able dexterity in debate had placed him in the 
front rank -of his . contemporaries. ' He was 
looked uoon as one of'the most promising of 
the younger members of the Unionist party, 
and when he accepted the Viceroyalty it was 
his ambition, as he states in his letter, to re- 
turn to that House when he had laid down his 
office. It was with a view to the fulfilment of 
this ambition that the peerage conferred upon 
him on his apnointment nearly ten years ago 
was an Irish peerage, and not, .as originally in- 
tended, a peeiage of the United Kingdom. The 
enjoyment of the Irish. peerage, we need hard- 
ly sayrdoes not prevent the hold&c^om sitting 



'Viid voting in the Commons. We are not at 
all sure that the realization of this project 
would have been desirable either in the inter- 
ests of the State or in those of Lord Curzon 
himself. The sight of an ex-Viceroy of 'India 
engaged in the rough 'controversies of the 
House of';'Gonimons might easily be misimder- 
; stood-by Orientals. The change from a posi- 
tion of exceptional dignity and exceptional iso- 
lation'to that of equal comradeship with the 
composite elements of the popular Chamber, 
must inevitably try very severely the temper 
and the susceptibilities of any man who under- 
went it, and perhaps- Lord Curzon's nature is 
riot particularly w,eU suited, tp.; adapt itself to 
stfch# ti:.ansition. AU of.itsrnust regret the 
cause'which''forbids him from niaking the. ex; 
perinient, though we may not all be sorry that 
the experiment may not be made.- The 
strain of his work in India has been so 
great that, in the opinion of his medical advis- 
ers, it would be imprudent for him to re-enter 
the House of Commons. The result has beep 
to debar him from taking part in publfc life at 
all since he came home, He>esigned the'Yice- 
. royalty, it will 'be femenribered;' near tlie close 
of Mr. Balfour's administration, and he re- 
signed it in circumstances which made it dif- 
ficult, if not impossible, for the then Prime 
Minister to offer, or for him to accept, any dis- 
tinction before the government went out. But 
men who have held his high office have always 
hitherto had a voice in the House of Lords. In 
repent years only peers; have been appointed 
viceroys, and they have usually Been given a 
step in the peerage on their retirement. The 
only commoner, before Mr. George Curzon, to 
fill the office since the Crown took over the 
government of India ifrom the" East India Com-'. 



pany, was Sir John Lawrence, and he was 
made a peer on his return to lingland. When 
viceroys have come home they have been able 
to speak at Westminster with the authority 
which their abilities and ^tlieir, experience gives 
them. This practice'is.so.rnanifestly in accord- 
ance with the interests "of the Empire, that re- 
presentations appear to have been made to Sir 
Henry Campbell-Bannerman to allow Lord 
Curzon to take his place in the House of Lords 
with ali the other ex-Viceroys of India. It 
would havjj been a graceful and becoming act 
for the Liberal Prime Minister to have acceded 
to a request so natural and so reasonable. The 
boon was not a great-oh6 ,to'grant,.for, as the 
eldest son of Lord Scarsdale, J^prd Curzo^^^ 
in the course of nature eventually succeed to a 
British peerage. For reasons which, in view 
of the prejudices of some sections of his folloAv- 
ers, it is not, perhaps, difficult to surmise, the 
Prime Minister has not seen his way to grant 
it. Lord Curzon now asks the other Irish 
peers to give him that opportunity of resuming 
an active part in the affairs of the country 
wliicli Sir I-I. Campbell-Bannerman refuses him. 

There are, of .coiirse, objections to sucli a 
candidature, which are sufficiently obvious. 
Lord Curzon himself is sensible that this is the 
case. He owns that there are many considera- 
tions which may induce those whom he ad- 
dresses to give their votes to a peer who is di- 
rectly connected with their own country, ra- 
ther than to an Englishman, and he observes 
that no one would have less caugeto cornplain 
than he'shqitld this prove to be the case. The 
Duke of'AberCorn and Lord Londonderry, who 
have great and deserved influence with the 
Irish peers as a body, and who have addressed 
to Ihem a joint letter warmly supportingvLord 



Curzon's election, are equally alive' to this fact. 
They hold, however, that any reasons of this 
kind for giving the preference to another can- 
didate are more than outweighed by the reas- 
ons which should recommend I,ord Curzon to 
the choice, of the Irish peers: They are able, 
they affirm, to state .with confidence that 
should he be elected, "he would consider it his 
duty as a representative peer to devote special 
attention to Irish subjects." - Lord Curzon 
himself gives a pledge to the same effect, de- 
claring that, if elected, it will be his desire to 
■, take an interest in those Irish affairs which 
arc the special and natural concern of the im- 
portant body whose suffrages he has liie honor 
to seek.' vi;^ master these com- 

plex i^ijestions;' to wise and prudent opin- 
ions upon them, and to defend those opinions 
vigorously in debate, there cannot, we imagine, 
be much doubt. On the broader aspects of 
Unionism his views are well known. He is a 
thoroughgoing and convinced defender of the 
Unionist cause, and, in the House of Lords will 
add greatly to the debating strength of the 
Unionist party. , 

The matter is a matter wholly for the de- 
cision of the Irish peers, hut most competent 
judges will share, we imagine, the view of 
Lord Lansdovvne, that they will be fortunate 
if they secure Lord Curzon as one of their re- 
presentatives. Those of their number whom 
they select to speak and vote for them in the 
Plouse of Lords are in many respects well fit- 
ted for theiriduties. Many of them possess an 
intimate knowledge, of Irish affairs, and parr 
ticularly of Irish :;rural affairs, which, often enr. 
ables them to expgse^the mischiefs of schemes 
which the Liberals take' over from the Nation- 
alistSj.and to bring to light in a 'telling fashion 



abuses which the Government and their allies 
would gladly keep concealed. But they would 
themselves probably be quite ready tc? admit- 
that, as a rule, they arc not conspii.tious fori" 
debating power of a very high order. They 
put their case well for those who are. already 
familiar v/ith the facts;; but' they do not always 
manage to bring out the YuU strength of >that 
case in the form which woulcl be most effec- ' 
five with strangers. A fresh mind coming to 
these problems in a thoroughly sympathetic, 
spirit, and a mind which is fully conversant 
from long and intimate experience with Eng- 
lish ways of thought, should be able to place.? 
them in a new light before English hearers:^ 
There is another reflection which ;it:would,b-e/ 
improper, perhaps, to press upon the Irish"- 
peers, but which may not be v/ithout its influ-..' 
encc upon them. They would undoubtedly 
take a step which the whole body of British 
Unionist opinion, anci a considerable body of 
British opinion which is not actively Unionist, 
would approve, should they restore Lord Cur- 
zon to public life. The nation as a whole feel 
that they ought not to be deprived any longer 
of 'his services. Theyvvill be grateful to any 
body of men who give back those, services to 
them. Lord Curzon's reappearance in the po- 
litical field would have been welcome at any 
time. It would be recognized as particularly-, 
opportune, should it take place at a moment 
when the affairs of the great university of 
which he is chancellor seem likely to be the 
subject of early debate. We have not too 
many men of eminence at present available, to 
conduct the ,af fairs of ithis great Empire.. We 
trust that tHe Irish pe»rs may see their way to 
giving us back one of thetn whom the Prime, 
Minister shuts out. , / 



Mr. Haldane on Reserve 




R. HALDANE, M. P.,* attended a 
crowded meeting in the Albert 
Hall, Stirling, and presented the 
prizes to the winners in the var- 
ious competitions connected witly 
the Stirling and district troop: of 
the Fife' and Forfar Imperial 
' Yeomanrv, says theiL6ndon Times.' Colonel 
■ "Simpson presided,, andramong those present 
was the Duke of Montrose. 

Mr. Haldane'^ who was cordially received, 
' said' there was only one shade of regret that 
came over his mind when he contemplated that 
-magnificent meeting, and that was that Sir 
Henry Campbell-Bannerman could not him- 
self be there. (Hear, hear.) ilt -wras the Brm& 
Minister who proposed that'he should come 
among them, and he it was who had borne a 
large part in the schemes which they were now 
working out. (Cheerg.) ■ Sir Henry Campbell- 
Bannerman was closely associated with Mr. 
Cardwell, and his experience at the War Office 
made him what he was today, a believer in the 
])rinciples which ilr. Cardwell laid down more 
than a generation ago. It was these principles 
which they were carrying to their completion, 
and it was on the footing of these principles 
that the Prime Minister had giveii him .a free 
hand to work these things out. (Cheers.) • 
The Future of. the .Militia 
He desired to say a word or two to them' on 
the Army Order which appeared a day or two 
ag-o. They were making' a great change in the 
Militia. l ie would read ill the history of his 
country who did not recognize the splendid 
service's which the militia had performed. 
(Cheers.) The oldest of the competent corps 
of the King's Army had a long record behind 
them. They had suffered because the Regu- 
lars" had pressed^ on them on the one side, and 
because the Volunteer Force, raised under Mr. 
Pitt first, and again raised' in 1859, had pressed 
* on them on the other side ; but ndT)ly they bad 
done their work, for whenever the British na- 
tion had been pressed the militia had been 
there to bear their burden of the national ex- 
tremity. Under no compulsion to go abroad, 
their men and officers had always been willing 
to take their share of the duty to go. It was 
not a- legal duty, but a moral duty. (Hear, 
hear.) They bad never flinched, and today, if 
changes had come, they were./changes Wliich 
had come, not from any mistrust that in the 
future the Militia would respond as they had 
done in the past, but becauscof the evolution 
of thing's which the more and more scientific 
training of our Army required, and because the 
time was ripe for a departure Avhich should 
give to the Militia an even more honored posi- 
tion than that which they had occupied in the 
past. (Cheers.) At first there was a question 
whether or not the Militia would, fui^iiish 
drafts, not merely to the',regiineht^ .of' tb'eir' 
own corps, but generany.y.The Militia, or some 
of their officers, demurred-tO' that course. It 
seemed to him that it was reasonable that they 
should demur, but he had to consider where 
they sIioulcT go, and he proposed to them that 
they .should go into tlie Territorial Army. It 
was the very essence of the scheme that every 
component part of the King's forces shoukL* 
mov^e up one. They had got to the stage at ; 
which the Volunteers had to be put on an- ; 
'oth'er' footing, and they took the country as a 
unit of organization, and they were determined 
fo a.sk the Volunteers to assume the role of the 
Militia in the true sense, on a territorial basis. 
As the Volunteers moved up one the question 
was who should remain Svvith them, and who 
should go further forward. The Yeomanry 



elected to remain with the Territorial Army, 
but the question came to the Militia. The 
Militia made their election to go over to the 
Regularsj'ajid they said to them that they did; 
not mean to disturb the Argyl and SutherlariH 
Highlanders or the • Royal, j. Scots or ' Black 
Watch'.' These regiments would hive 'fltheir 
battalions belonging to the regiments, or-:; be- 
longhig to the same corps, just as of yore, but 
there would come a point where tlie line would 
be drawn across, and certain of the battalions 
would belong to the expeditionary forces and 
field army, and another part would belong to 
the country force, which would form the home 
array. The Militia then had elected to :go^pith 
the' Regulars, and today ■ the • MiliHa foirmed 
third and fourth battalions of the Regular 
regiment, and their function Ayould be not only 
to go abroad, but to do what ever_y Regular 
battalion did, to furnish drafts which would af- 
ford strength and make up the Avastage of 
war in cases where the Regular battalions had 
become thinned under attacks of the enemy. 
(Cheers.) The position of the Militia-%was that 
they had gone on the Regular side. of tile fence 
and the Militia and Regulars became the field 
army complete. The organization was now 
simpler, and one which corresponded with the 
requirements of the modern standard. 

The Militia officers fell into three classes.' 
There were the men who did not want to go 
into the Regular Army, they did not want to 
give: their virhole time to .that pursuit, and 
there were those who wished to get into the 
Regular Army by an easier way,'and they went 
through the Militia. There was the class with 
a keen military instinct, who would like to be 
soldiers, but who could not afford to go into 
the Regular Army. That was the class they 
wanted to help. (Cheers.) One of the greatest 
problems they had to face today was the short- 
age of officers, and that was a problem, too, 
which Germany had to face. Thank God, it 
was not money that appealed to the people of 
this country, but, if they could give them en- 
ough, to make it possible to. serve their coun- 
try, there were thousands of men of the best 
type who would go forward and work in that 
career on public grounds. (Cheers.) In the 
future the young man who joined the Reserve 
of Officers would have his outfit of $100 a year, 
and his pay in a fuller form than at the present 
time. Then they would have the chance of 
getting that full complement of officers which 
they required in order to make the Army effec- 
tive. It was all very well to have their men, 
but if they were short of officers-in mobiliza- 
tion they were done.' He believed also that 
they, would succeed, with' the County Associa- 
tions. They' had every i-eason to hope so from 
the patriotic attitude of those who, like the 
Duke of Montrose, placed themselves at their 
heads, and who, without distinction of party, 
had taken up these plans, (^^hcers.) Thus he 
believed that the soldier of the Crown would 
be in a very different position from what he 
had been in formerly. (Cheers.) They would 
have brought home to his life the county from 
Avhich he sprang, for he would come in contact 
with;the people from whom he sprang and unto 
whom jie belonged, and no longer would/there 
be a gap between the Army on the one hand 
and the- public on the other, v/hich had been 
too much evident in the days that were past. 
(Cheers.) Speaking for himself, he had the 
confident hope that the future of the soldier 
who joined the forces of the Crown, whether 
as Territorial' or Regular, would be a very 
much brighter future than bad' been the case in 
the past. ; 

He believed that the people would realize 



that the Army was as essential'to them'as?the 
Navy. They were not to •be a means . of ag- 
gression. They had got, perhaps, more of the 
earth's surface to control, but they were not 
to think of aggression. Their Army and Navy 
were to be a means of protecting and standing 
up for what was their own. (Cheers.) If they 
had a perfect organization of the Army and 
Navy, ready to strike if necessary, then they 
had got something Avhich was rapidly ui/der- 
stood abroad. (Cheers.) He was not one of 
those who believed, that the foreign countries, 
any more than ourselves, were always looking 
out forvthe.opportunity.of attacking their ene- 
my. These', were days of profound peace, 
and the nations had -ajiyakened to the .feeling 
that war was 'a national calamity tp • every na- 
tion, that undertook it. But while 'that was so, 
it was equally true that unpreparedness for 
war was also a national calamity. (Hear, 
hear.) While the armaments remained what 
they were, while tlie relations of the Powers of 
the earth stood as they did, they might be sure 
that the nation that was unprepared, and 
which was known as being in a state tliat was 
not effective, would, in human nature, count 
for less on God's earth than it would otherwise 
do. (liear, hear.) They as a nation had to 
stand up for the rights at times of oppressed 
people, and they had to see to it that the Brit- 
ish influence was an influence that could be 
made effective when there was a suspicion of 
the djppression of small nationalities. It was 
not vi^ithout responsibilities that they occupied 
their great position in the,..world, but to make 
the influence of their Foreign Office effective 
they required the means to come to the back- 
ing of that Foreign'Office. (Cheers.) It was^ 
therefore, not a question of aggression; it was 
a question of the real strength of the natioiT' 
being realized. (Cheers). It was the desire to 
keep this nation in the position in which it had 
hitherto been effective for the work which was 
associated with our name that he was keen 
that we should not go behind the standard of 
our time in the organization of our means of 
making our influence felt. (Cheers.) It was 
in that spirit that the new plans Avere conceiv- 
ed, .not for aggression, but for defence. These 
were times of profound peace, but these were 
also the times in which they must set their 
house in order. (Cheers.) And they should 
be^'failingin their duty, and losing their oppor- 
tunity, if they did not take the chance that Avas 
given to them of trying to bring order out of 
confusion. (Cheers.) He had said what he 
Avanted to say about the new reform. The ncAv 
conditions were not harder than the old con- 
ditions. They Avere shaped for producing ef- 
ficiency, and they entailed no burdens different 
in kind from the responsibilities Avhich they 
had hitherto freely and unstintingly taken uj)- 
on themselves. They Avcre only at the begin- 
ning of the Avay on which they had entered, 
and on which they had to .treat if they were to 
attain the end.

AST Aveek we published Avitli all re- 
serve the report of a speech alleged 
l)y a Japanese paper to have been 
addressed by Count Okuma*to the 
, Kobe V Chamber of Oommercej says 
\ the London Times> The report con- 
, ■ " ; ■ ^, veyed,the impression that the speak- 
-er gave'^ittera'nc'e to ' Japanese aspirations on 
India, and suggested that Japan should extend 
her protection to the people of our great Asiatic! 
dependency. As avc fully expected, though 
Count Okuma's eloquence is not ahvays temp- 
ered Avith prudence, the report has been authori_ 
tatively declared to be misleading, the Avholc 
object of the distinguished statesman's speech 
having been to direct his countrymen's atten- 
tion to the vast commercial field lying before 
them in India, and to urge them not to lose the 
opportunities for trade there presented. The 
erroneous version of Count Okuma's speech 
was inherently improbable from the fact that • 
only a short time previously he had discussed' 
at some length, before the students at the lini- 
veiisity of Avliich he is president, the great 
benclits Avliich British rule had brought to In- 
dia and the claims Avhich Ave had oirher grati- 
tude. Pie had even dealt Avith the political as- 
pirations for greater independence expressed 
by some natives, and had pointed out that the 
state of progress and civjlization in the country 
in.no way indicated that a change of govern- 
ment was either desirdble or feasible. We 
should hardly have . alluded to this incident—- 
for, .after all, Couiit dkuma' is^npt a member of 
the Japanese government, nor in any sense an 
official spokesman of the Japanese people — 
AA'ere it not for the hasty conclusions derived 
from the first erroneous report. We find a . 
Russian ncAvspapcr, on the strength of it, seri- 
ously suggesting that English and Russian 
troops may yet he found fighting shoulder to 
shoulder for the defence of India against Japan, 
Avhile, in spite of its obvious improbability, 
alarmist conclusions were in some cases draVyn .. 
even, in England. As.it is, the moral to' be 
drawn is that a grave responsibility rests on 
the ' Japanese newspapers ' which originally 
spread the. report. Our alliance with Japan is 
firmly' fixed and based on the mutual interests 
and the mutual respect of the two peoples, but 
it must be obvious that there are questions now 
agitating the Avorld Avhich require mutual self- 
restraint and delicate handling, and that a 
stupid mistake may create unnecessaxy diffi- 
culties, even with the best Avill on all sides. 

One of the most notable signs, indeed, of 
.the ,waj^i in which the Japanese have suddenly 
riseii to their great position a.i a world-power 
has been their abstinence • from any petulance 
or hast)' language Avith regard to other nations, 
in spite sometimes, of great provocation. It 
cannot be denied thatj with regard to certain ■ 
utterances and even overt acts against the 
Japanese Avhich have recently occurred oil the 
Pacific coast, the dignity and reticence of the 
Emperor's government and people haA'e been 
most remarkable. It is unfortunate that the 
same cannot be said of, the attitude of some of, 
the newspapers and politicians in America, 
"Mr. Dooley" has recently been lamenting that 
his nation's assumption of a foreign and colon-' ■' 
ial policy has made it less possible for him than 
it was before to express his contempt for other 
races 'of mankind with the frankness he AvaS' 
Avoiit to use ; but some of "Mr. Dooley's" com- 
patriots have evidently not learned the lesson 
Avhich he expounds so pithily. In these days, 
Avhen every ill-advised remark and every provo- 
cative speech made by anybody' of, the least 



consequence even In purely local affairs is tele- 
graphed all over the AA'orld, every man is a 
guardian of the public peace and an arbiter of 
peace and Avar in a far more ' real sense than 
Avas ever the case before. The Americans have 
ahvays been a people particularly free in the 
expression of their opinions ; this did not so 
much, matter ..when the opinion referred only 
to another individual, who in return wOuld 
probably shoot the speaker at sight, ifi'dhdecU, 
he Avere not shot first himself.' - But this- elc--; 
mentary stage of society, so frankly portrayed 
by Bret Plarte and other Avriters of his period,'' 
does not answer so Avell Avheii it is applied to 
foreign nations. * Nobody doubts that the ques- 
tion of Japanese and Oriental immigration gen- , 
etally is a matter of serious import to the pco-; 
pie of California; but it is hardly credible that? 
the speechmakers and agitators, specimens of ■ 
whose reckless, utterances Avere given in our;^ 
Foreign Intelligente of last Monday, are ser- 
iously anxiousYiioi: settle these questions b3'- an 
immediate;' war, with Japan. If there AA-ere no 
other reason, they -are certainly- not prepared 
for it at present; and meanAvhile •they are 
throAving intolerable difficulties in the Avay of 
their oavu diplomatists' and statesmen's efforts 
to effect a solution of the difficulties. 

We feel that Ave have some justification in 
making this reference to American concerns, 
OAving to the fact that the particular question 
of Japanese immigration is one that affects us 
almost as closely as themselves. In the first 
place, as we pointed out .on. Saturday, "this 
AvbSie matter is one which' Viinnot' be settled 
off-hand, and requires A'ery sane and unprovo- 
cative handling. Negotiations are proceeding, 
on the part both of the United States and of 
our OAvn Dominion, Avith Japan on the subject 
of immigration, and there seems some hope 
that a compromise on the basis of A^ery restrict- 
ed immigration Avill be effected. At any rate, 
it is 'worth giving a trial to such a'.compromise, 
until some more decisive' and 'final settlement 
is reached. ;In: the second place, it "tfirill' be- ex- 
pected of the Japanese government that ; 'any 
such restriction shall be scrupulously observed 
in the spirit as well as th'e letter. It appears 
that, Avhile, according to agreement with the 
United States, Japan restricted the immigra- 
tion of her subjects directly from the mother 
country, intending emmigrants found means of 
evading provision by starting from some other 
country; .- Similar methods of invading* Canada 
have also been spoken of. It is,* of course, dif- 
ficult for the Japanese government to keep 
control over all her subjects not living in Ja-, 
pan, but it is not unreasonable to demand that 
every effort should be made by them tiD fulfil 
the spirit of any agreement as to limiting the 
number of Japanese colonists. From self-in- 
terest it is obvious that they should do so; for 
nothing is so likely to, , excite) the^s^lready strong 
feeling against Oriental immigration as a be- 
lief that its conditions; as laid down by mutual,: 
agreement, are not rigidly observed. Even if " 
irregularities are not the fault of the Japanese 
government, they will not unnaturally have to 
bear the blame for them, while their subjects 
will suffer. Mr. Nosse, we notice, has been 
summoned from OttaAva to Japan. It is very 
much to be hoped that his great kncAvlcdge of 
. Canadian conditions and feeling, and the great 
tact which he has recently manifested^ will be 
called to aid by the Japanese government in 
the'final stage of their negotiations with Mr.'?' 
Lemieux. So far no issue of these negotiations? 
seems to have been divulged; we can only hope' 
that it will with his aid be on the satisfactory 
lines foreshadowed by our American corres- "

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Government Scored Re Japanese Immigratioii 



[TE question of Japanese imnii- 
gration and the recent visit of 
Jlon. Mr. Leniicux to Tol^io in 
con.nection therewith •was„,j:he 
subject of a prolonged debate, 
the House today. Mr. Borden 
pronounced upon , the problem, 
moving what was in reality a 
vote of censure on the Govern- 
ment for refusing, in spite of the warnings of 
tiie Britsh Government, to insert a clause in 
the treaty AviHi japan which would enable Par- 
liament to control imniigratiou when that 
treaty was ratified in 1907. The speecii of the 
' As leader of the Opposition was ian arraignment 
•; of the Talind carelessness of the Government 
which had led to the present troubles. The 
British Columbia members reiterated their 
faith in the assurances obtained l)y Mr. Lc- 
mieux, while Sir Wilfrid Lanrier laid down the 
doctrine that voluntary control of inmiigration 
by Japan was in every way preferable to Can- 
adian legislation restricting the same. 

There was a remarkable admission made at 
midnight by lion. Sydney Fisher. Mr. Foster 
asked Ayhy the Minster of Agriculture had nibt 
proidiibed the written assurance he declared he 
had received in Japan in 1903, while in Japan, 
that immigration would contiime to be litnited. 
Mr. Fisher said he had no such written assur- 
ance, although Hansard reported him as having 
said he had. Tlie only excuse he could make 
■was that he believed at the time he made the 
statement that he had such a document. How- 
ever, «he' had not, and never did have. Thfs 
gave Mr. Foster an opportunity of pointing out 
V lioiYjcarefiil Mr, Fisher should be; in his asser- 
" tions. That statement of the minister's had 
interested the House, and, after the treaty had 
been passed, or some time after that, Mr. 
Fisher blandly stated that he must have made 
a mistake. A very serious mistake it was, in 
Mr. P'ostcr's opinion. 

Mr. Foster's speech, which was not con- 
cluded untd after midnight, was an elocjuent 
*.critjcism of the ne:w. policy- of Canadian diplo- 
vmacy. . . . ^ 

; Mr. Fisher continued the debase at 12.30 
;a.- m. 

Dr. Sproule followed Mr. Fisher at I a.m., 
and was followed -""y Armand Lavergne, who 
signified his intentio-i of supporting Sir Wil- 
frid Laurier on the. subject, as be deemed the 
Leraieux agreement the only solution befor^ 
the people at the present time. Mr; Kennedy, 
of New Westminster, and Mr. Herron, of Al- 
berta, also spokCj, and Mr, Lemieux replied for 
the Government at 2 a.m. 

Mr. Lemifeitx warmly defended the policy of 
the Government. Had Sir John Macdonald or 
Sir John Abbott been leading the Opposition, 
Mr. Lemieux claimed there would not have 
been this lengthy debate, but the , agreement 
brought back by him from Japan would have, 
been promptly ratified. 

The division was taken at 2.55 a.m., there 
being a good attendance of members. This is 
the latest sitting this session. The amendment 
.of Mr. Borden, censuring the Government, was 
defeated by. 100 to 45, a majority of 55. The 
vote of the British Columbia members was 
greeted with derisive applause from the Oppo- 
sition. A tired House adjourned at 3 a.m. 
Japanese Immigration 

Mr. R. L. Borden, on motion to go into sup- 
ply, took up the question of Japanese innnigra- 
tion and Mr. Lemieux's mission. Mr. 13ordcn 
thought in Mr, Lemieux"s speech there might 
have been less eloquence and more informa- 
tion. He quite agreed, however, that in inter- 
national arrangements, mutual confidences 
must be respected. The Government of Japan 
negotiated the treaty with Canada at the lat- 
ter's instance, and were not asked that a clause 
should be inserted restricting immigration. Mr. 
Borden declared that Mr. Lemieux had re- 
ferred to a tacit understanding, and assurances 
which Japan had carried out. When he, there- 
fore, justified Japan he condemned llie Canad- 
ian Government, as these assurances liad not 
evidently been of the character which Canada 
demanded. Not~ sufficient safeguards were 
taken by the Canadian Government, Mr. Le 
nn'eux had adopted a wise course in immediate- 
ly placing himself under the aegis of the Brit- 
ish ambassaclor at Tokio. Had he not had the 
support of the British Government, Mr. Le- 
mieux would have come back with a few ]:)olite 
words from Japan, his niission a total failure. 
This Goverunient had got Canada into a ser- 
ious ])reclicanieut ; from which it could not ex- 
tricate it, and it was solely due to the influence 
of the Briti:?h Cabinet, that relief was able to 
Ijc sought. 

Mr. Borden said Canada was merely on the 
threshold of ihe great question of control of 
Japanese immigration to Canada., He then 
dealt 'with the question of the treaty between- 
Great Britain and Japan, The British- treaty 
did not include a clause, such as Amierica- -hat 
taken the precaution to include, to restrict Jap- 
anese iiumigration. Tliere was no need to do 
tliis, so far as Great Britain was concerned, a: 
.she h{u\ no tear of a Japanese invasion. So far 
as the United States was concprned, the condi- 
tions were totaily different. The Pacific was a 
highway for ihe pe<')ple of Japan attd they were 
taking advantage of it. 

. . Mr. Borden then dwelt at length with the 
history of what had occurred in 1895, \yhentthe ; 
^ tiich' Conservative Governmrat ,^^ 
ion had called attention to the. dahgei-s of un- 
restricted imnn'gration of Japariese laborers 
and artisans into\pauada, declaring thjyt, any 
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adhesion of Canada to the treaty between Ja- 
pan and Great Britain should be accompanied 
by such a stipulation as would enable Canada 
to control immigration. Japan had in the fol- 
V lowing year, after the interchange of. repres^n?;, 
''tations on the subject, consented to stich'a'. 
.'stipulation in the adhesion of Canada to the 
treaty. That showed, declared Mr. Borden, 
that the Conservative Government then in 
office had recognized the dangers which might 
ensue from the control of the Japanese immi- 
gration. Li 1896 came the change of Govern- 
ment, and the present administration came in- 
to office and Mr. Chamberlain s'ent a despatch 
asking if Canada would adhere to the . treaty. 
Adhesion, however, iwas not made at that time, 
and Sir Richard Cartwright,- minister of trade 
and commerce, on the 29th of July, 1896, sub- 
mitted a report to the Privy Council, the pur- 
port of which was that in view of the putting 
into effect in a short time of the British pre- 
ferential policy, and that adhesion to the treaty 
might be harmful to it, the Government did 
not desire at that tiiue to accede to the treaty. 
These fears, Mr. Borden declared, wer. 
groundless. On September 18, of the .§aine 
year, Mr. Chamberlain advised the Laurier 
Government that Queensland had refused tc 
accept the treaty without a protocol, restricting 
immigration, and on October 8 of the ''same 
year the British ambassador at Tokio, in a re- 
port to Lord Salisbury, stated the Japanese 
Government had at last come to an under- 
standing with him regarding the exact terms 
of the protocol, which should reserve to the 
self-governing colonies the right to restrict im- 
migration. Jiowever, the Liberal Government' 
made no move i^rttH 1903, when Mr. Sydney 
P^isher, in a speech in Parliament, declared 
Canada was prepared to adhere to the treaty 
without any control of immigration. The Brit- 
ish Government prompt!)^ , called attention to 
the attitude of the Conservative Government 
in 1895 on this important matter. Then on 
June 7, 1905, an order-in-council was passet' 
declaring that previous obstacles to the acced- 
ing of Canada to the treaty had been removed. 
In view of the fact that the Colonial Secretary 
had. before him the attitude of the previou; 
Government respecting the need of restricting 
immigration, and the consent of the Japanese 
Government to such a proviso, Mr. Borden de- 
clared it was small wonder that the attention 
of the Laurier Government should be drawn to 
this apparent inconsistency, and Mr. Lyttelton, 
then Colonial Secretary, twice notified the Can- 
adian Government that they had ahandoneti 
the proviso of great importance, ancl askmg 
whether they really did not desire to have a re- 
striction clause inserted. The Laurier Govern- 
ment, however, had not thought the suggestion 
of sufficient importance to warrant a reply, but 
eight months afterwards had wired the Home 
Government pressing for speedy entrance into 
the Anglo-Japanese convention. Mr. Lyttelton 
had wired tliat bei'ore taking steps in the mat- 
ter he desired an answer to his telegram, point- 
ing out the immigration proviso. The Govern- 
ment, however, Mr. Borden declared, in spite 
of thpse warnings, accepted adhesion to the 
treaty, holus bolus, entered into it, and it was 
ratified by Parliament in 1907. 

Mr. Borden then enquired where these a.s- 
surances were which Mr. Lemieux referred to 
so frequently? Would it not have been worth 
.while for this Government to have made an at- 
tempt to insert a clause restricting imniigra- 
tinn before adhering to the treaty in 1906? 
These assurances Mr. Lemieux had said were 
conveyed to the Government by Mr, Nosse, and 
Mr. Borden had yet to learn that a consul- 
general had any diplomatic authority which 
would have permitted the Governinent to ac- 
cept these assurances. All standards of inter- 
national law laid it down that a consul-general 
had no diplomatic standing. Mr. Lemieux had 
stated that the Government of Japan, accepted 
responsibility for Mr. Nosse's assurances. The 
real object of Mr. Lemieux was to seek to get 



(Japan to' control wliat Canada should ^have 
'been able to control herself. Having passed 
the control of immigration to Japan, Mr. Le- 
mieux. had to be sent to Tokio by the Govern- 
..■m^nt;*;;,AIr:vBor^ the Japan Government 

•had'^xfobi^^ forbearance in re- 

fraining from ^^rijoinitiig heriifvin ^rea^^^ rights. 
What had". Mr. Lemieux ' brought back ? A 
courteous letter from Count Hayashi, the min- 
ister of foreign affairs. Why should special 
conditions in Canada, which should be con- 
trolled by the Canadian Government, be trams- 
ferred to the Japanese Government to control? 
The action of the Government had handed over 
control of immigration to Japan. A new Gov- 
ernment might come into power in Japan^ and 
abolish every regulatioij restricting . immigra- 
tion, and we should be exactly in the same po- 
sition as before Mr. Lemieux went to Japan. 
Of ^vhat avail were these assurances? Yet Mr. 
Lemieux had laid so much stress on them. He 
trusted these assurances would answer all the 
minister's expectations. The jirinciple for 
wliich the House should stand -was that Canada 
should not enter into international arrange- 
ments without retaining control of immigra- 
tion into the Dominion. 

Mr. Borden's Resolution ^ 
Mr. Borden therefore moved the follo'vying 
resolution : 

That all the words after the word "that" be 
left out, arid the following substituted therefor : 

''By order-in-councjl of. 3rd Aug:ust, • 1895,. 
the ministry theii in office in Canada called at- 
tention to the dangers of unrestricted immigra- 
^tion, and declared that Canada's adhesion to 
the treaty of 1894 with Japan should be accom- 
panied by such a proviso or stipulation as 
would enable Parliament to control the inuui- 
gration of laborers and artisans. 

"That Japan in 1896 conseritcd that such a 
proviso and stipulation should accompany the 
adhesion of Canada to the treaty. 

"That notwithstanding such consent the 
present Government in 1905 deliberately aban- 
doned evcrv^ such proviso and stipulation, al- 
though its great iuiportihce was tWicfe called 
to their attention by the British Government 
dtifittg the course of the 'nSgbtiatiOhs,''and hav- 
ing entered into the treaty of 1906 — which 
brought into force in Canaida the treaty of 1894, 
absolutely and without' ^'eiserve-^the Govern- 
ment siecUwid' 'iW fatif ica'tibn'-by^^-sParUiraent 'ih ' 
1907. ■• . ■ • _ - ^ 

"That the ratificatioii of the said treaty of 
1906 was almost inuncdiately followed by a 
great influx of Japanese laborers into Canada. 

"That in the opinion of this House, Canada 
should-'fiot eiiter into or accede to any- treaty 
which deprives' Parliament of the control of 
immigration into this country. 

"That this House, while expressing its pro- 
found appreciation of the friendly intentions 
and courteous assurances of the Japanese Gov- 
ernment, and while declaring its smcerc desire 
for the most cordial relations with the Japan- 
ese people, desires, nevertheless, to rCcord its 
strong protest against a policy luider wdiich 
our wage earning i)opulatioii cannot be pro- 
tected from destructive iin-ading comiictition 
except by entreating the hjrhearance and aid 
of a foreign government."' 

Mr. Gallilier's Views 

Mr. Gallilier, Li!:)eral member for Kootcnay, 
who followed Mr. ]5ordeii, claimed he was con- 
tent to abide by the assurances Mr. lycmieux 
had received from the Japanese Government, 
which would, he hoped, be a solution of the 
difficulty. " / 

Mr. GalHher enlarged on the fact that, ih 
spite of the fact that the United States had a 
proviso restricting immigration to her counry, 
she waSj at the same time as Mr. Lemieux was 
in Toki.o, endeavoring to put an end to the in- 
flux of Japanese. That fact, Mr. Gallilier con- 
tended, should be a proof of the assertion that 
if the Canadian Government had had'such a 
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proviso in the treaty it would not have neces- 
sarily followed that all immigration would 
have ceased. 

-Mr. Galliher maintained that British Co- 

'lunibia.must be kept a "white '.man's country, 
and 'tliie.f loodirig of: it with" ^ Orientals was too 
high a',price-.to pay for the advantage of a trade 
treaty.'-.' I-ie claimed that in 1907 .the Japanese 
Government would not ha^je accepted the pro;.

' . -Mr. Btistol Sarcastic 
Mr. Bristol referred sarcastically to the 
sorry s|)ectacle of tiie British Columbia mem- 
bers trying" to square tliemselves. The Gov- 
ernment hatl s.'icrificed tiie interests not only ol 
British Colunil.da but of the whole of Canada 
in rushing blindly into the treaty. What reas- 
ons existed for a restriction clause, he asked, in 
1S97 that did not exist in 1907? It vvas the 
duty of the Government before they entered 
into the treaty not to. have been content with 
Mr. Nosse's assurances regarding restriction, 
but to have got into direct touch with the Jap- 
anese Government. But the fact remained that 
no such effort was made. The Government al- 
so had the power to prevent the coming in of 
Japanese iiumigrants via Honolulu three years 
• ago, and yet only on the 8th of January of 
this year had an order-in-council passed to that 
end. No wonder the people of British Cohnn- 

,bia had the right to complain of the unwar- 
ranted Jack-of ordinary care on ithe part of the 
Goyesrnment. Mr. Bristol , claimedv -that ■ while 
the Government was boasting, of its ability to 
make treaties it had proved the mo^t incompe- 
tent amateur in that respect. So far as the de- 
nouncing of the treaty was concerned the re- 
sponsibility for that must rest with the Gov- 
ernment. 

Mr. Duncan Ross 
Mr. Duncan Ross thanked Mr. Bristol for 
his symiJahy with the British Columbia mem- 
bers for trying to square themselves. No 
squaring, however, was being done or required. 
The Conservative^ yotcd-tjpaniraously for the ' 
ratification of the.^reaty ahd if any squaring 
was necessary it . TJfaf on . the part' of the^ Oppo-;, 
sition. Mr. Ross argued that it coiilil tibt' be' ' 
expected that in a friendiy trade treaty be- 
tween two countries the right of either to enter 
each other's territory should be denied. Lie re- 
Adewc.d tlie histor}' of the negotiations. So far 
as the British Columbia memljcrs were • con- 
cerned they accepted the assurances of the 
Prime Minister that the Japanese \\'puld re- 
strict immigration and therefore they had con- 
sented to the ratification of the treaty. Mr. 
Ross blamed Mr. Borden for notv rais-* 
ing his objections when the treaty was.: rati-' 
fied. He had the correspondence in his hands, 
then, but he had to wait a year to raise » his 
voice against the action of the Government. 
There was no doubt, declared Mr. Ros.s, ■ that 
I'iritish Columbia was in favor of keeping out 
the Jaj)ancse labor. He believed, in connection 
with tills (piestion. Sir Wilfrid had succeeded 
in soh'ing it in a satisfactory manner, and he 
believed the people, not only of British Colum- 
bia, but of the whole of Canada, would be sat- 
isfied. 

Mr. W. F. Cockshutt declared he liad no 
prejudice against the Japanese as a people, but 
if tltey came here overwhelfllingly they would' 
lower the rate of living. He would sooner fa- 
vor, denouncing the treaty than run. the rislc of 
further influx". % 
Mr. RalpH Smith 

Mr,'Ralph Smith, of Nanaimo, dealing with 
Mr. Borden's resolution, said there were more 
Japanese went into the United States during 
the twelve years the proviso restricting them 
had been in the American-Japanese treaty than 
in the twelve years previous, when there was 
no such restriction. Pie would not vote for Mr. 
Borden's resolution. The Opposition, before

'qii'elted the sbciaf and pbiitit^ runs 
the legend — set up machinery which will pro- 
])el the ship of state, and, together with Vladi- 
mir Nikolaycvich Kokofftseff, the honcy- 



tongued minister of finance, has set out in 
search of the Golden Fleece, with the hope, 
nay, the certitude, of bringing it home. 

"Today M. Stoiypiin. has but to speak from 
his seat in the Tavirida palace to render a sit- 
'ting, nay, a whole session, memorable ih the. 
annals of Russian parliamentary debates. He 
will probably stamp an epoch with his name, 
and fill a chapter with his deeds. A maker of 
history, his words appeal to a vast audience 
whose minds, it is thought, are wax to receive 
and marble to retain. When the Premier is 
expected to make a statement in the name of 
the government, or his own, there is not a 
vacant seat in the assembly hall. And when he ' 
ascends the tribune a thrill of excitement 
passes visibly over the audience, necks are 
cranod, liands placed behind 'ears, and the 
audience is intense, I'-ven his softest syllables, 
his pianissmio tones are wafted all over the 
apartment. : Nor does achievement seemingly 
fall miichliSllort of promise. His eloquence, 
like his'^'felillacter, is manly, and his delivery 
'dramatic ; his accents betoken sincerity, and his 
manner is warm with i the , heat of suppressed ■ 
enthusiasm. i.Flcnce, when he sits down me^. 
are full of the orator's praises. I'or in the 
third duma M. Stolypm has earned everyone 



with hini, his friendsrlhe indifferent, and even^ 
his enemies. . ' 

. "M. Stolypin is one of the most chivalrous 
Jjidividuals one could meet outside^the realm 
of legendary lore. With him, wor^ and' thought, 
promise and .-achievement, are idertticai. He is 
incapable ofibasencss, fearless of danger, ready 
foi* self-sacrifice ; and in the ranks of Russian 
bureaucrats men of his moral calibre are not 
as plentifid as blackberries. The third duma 
is here, and here it will remain. J'y suis et j'y 
reste. During its existence it will continuous- 
ly grow less and less conservative than it was ; 
even the members of the Moderate Conserva- 
tix'C party will probably move with the current, 
every individual becoming dec|)ly impressed by 
the truth that without th,e duma he is nothing. 

"At the end of its five years' legal limit it is 
probable that the third duma will be much less 
inclined to render to the Czar the things that 
are the Czar's than it was a few weeks ago. The 
country, too, will have moved with its repre- 
sentatives, 'and when the chamber which has 
abolished the autocracy has been dissolved, 
it will surely be succeeded by one which will' 
abolish much else and establish constifutional 
government of a democratic kind on a firm 
footing."

The set- 
tlement of the question was hailed with de- 
light, and he felt he had seen the last of any 
great influx to Canada from any Oriental coun- 
try. Pie accepted the question as settled for all 
time.

— lie had succeeded in turning the attention. of 
the Government tO' a serious grievance, and

Sir 'Wilfrid Laurier 

A.t 10 o'clock the Premier rose. Pie wel- 
comed the speech and resolution of Mr. Bor- 
den, because it made the line of cleavage clear. 
The policy of Mr. Borden was to gain restric- 
tion of immigration by hostile legislation on a 
friendly power. The centiral fact was( that, in 
all countries where the Oriental races ahd::*'tbe 
Caucasian races came together there was' ifric- 
tion. There was more in the question than a 
labor agitation. The population of British Co- 
lumbia was still small, and if the Oriental in- 
flux was to come in unchecked the balance of 
power would be threatened. Sir Wilfrid refer- 
red at length to the rise of Japan to the status 
of a first class power. Japan had shaken off 
her lethargy and shown herself on, land and 
sea a peer of other nationsi ' The offensive and 
defensive treaty between Japan and . England 
made it-possible that some day the- fleets of the 
countries would ride out to sea side by side 
against a common enemy. When the request 
came from British Columbia to restrict Orien- 
tal immigration, the Government refused to 
keep out Japan entirely by a Natal Act, but en- 
tered into negotiations wfth Japan to restrict 
immigration of her own accord. The result had 
been successful. The proof of Japan's back- 
ing up the assurances of Mr. Nosse given to the 
Canadian Government in the years 1903, 1904, 
1905 and 1906 was that during those years Jap- 
anese immigration to Canada was very small.; 
Sir Wilfrid claimed that if a treaty , 'had. been- 
passed with Japan with a proviso 'restricting 
immigration, the treaty would not have = been 
operative long, for the moment immigration 
came in and Canada passed restrictive legisla- 
tion, the Japanese would have abrogated the 
treaty by the six months' notice. Canada was 
determined now to use every means to permit 
Japan to control emigration. Abrogation of 
the treaty was a last resort, and should not be 
resorted tO; until eyerj^j other,; effort had 
Mr. Lemieux !ha.d'br6^itght home' th^ 
of the Japanese Government. Today, Sir Wil- 
frid claimed, Canada was in a better position 
than if she had a restrictive clause in the treaty. 
The Ujiited States had a sample of what a re- 
strictive clause meant in the San Francisco 
education trouble. Did anyone believe that if 
a similar provision had been in the treaty the 
trade between Japan and Canada would de- 
veloj) ? Sir Wilfrid concluded by dilating upon 
the difference between Mr. Borden's policy of 
restriction by legislation and the Governmeivt's 
policy of voluntary conciliation. He was, n9t 
afraid of the feeling in British Columbia when 
once the question was explained to the people 
of that provincer 

Mr. Foster Sarcastic 

Mr. Foster, following Sir Wilfrid, made 
sarcastic remarks in reference to the attitude 
of the British. Columbia members, who hid be- 
hind the screen' that .they believed the questipn 
was settled for' all .time because Mr. Lemieux. 
told them^so.. He tvvitted Mr. Smith witli go- 
ing back on Kis recent laudation of the clause 
in the American treaty wnlYi Japan, which per- 
mitted of restrictive legislation by the United 
State's. The trouble between the United 
Sates and Japan was not one of immigration. 
It aro.se because Japan did not think the Unit- 
ed States was giving her subjects equal treaty 
rights once the)' had settled there. There had 
been no trouble between 1894 and 1906 with 
reference to immigration with the United 
States and Japan.* Mr. Foster ridiculed Sir 
Wilfrid's preference for voluntary arrange- 
ments instead of treaties; treaties bound na- 
tions, promises merely bound the man who was 
in a position to make them. If the present; 
Government in Japan were swept from power 
tomorrow what would become of this volun- 
tary arrangement ? " , -y .

W, H. Rowley of E. B. Eddy Co, on Pulp and Paper Question , 





N considering the very important question of 
proliibiting the export of ijulpwootl and saw 
logs, many seem to forget, or not to know, 
that Canada has the mo.st of the host irreen 
trees on earth, and tliat our niagnilicent 
heritage of evergreen, spruce and pine trees 
provides a crop that only requires careful 
handling on our part to ho a permanent 
,»,):;, source of ^incalculable -wealth to the coun- 

try; "and th£tt, especially' with reference to pulpwoort, 
Canadian spruce imltes 'tJie' strongest, longest, and 
most f^jrous and .feathery virood pulp obtainable any- 
where, far>snperl6r to that >• of ^ Scandinavia; :BussIa, 
;i vAustria, Finland, 'or' trf what reknalns in <the vUnlted 
States. Canada has.'over 2;600,000 square miles (over 
l,()f>0,000,000 acres) i.i of green timber, very largely 
spi lice and pine, although there is besides a great deal 
IS; of hardwood. 

The Envy of the United States 
Canada'.^ area of pulpwood Is much more tlie envy 
of the United States than it is — as it should be — -the 
pride of Canadti. This is made clear whgn wo realize 
that out of 70,000 square miles of timber lands under 
' license in the .Province of , Quebec alone, the . Yankees 
, ;,o\vnXne'arly,'. 15)000; therefore, as 15 is to 70,; so" is, the 
positio'n'iofithesei? mercantile marauaers_to the; south 
J. of usi.w^ith respect to Quebec timber lands., 

And, -unless ,we prohibit exportation' of pulpwood 
from Canada, ..tills: ratio will increase year by year. In 
■ the last quartet -of a century, I. have seen it grow 
, from practically nothing .to Jts present alarming pro- 
portions, "and those who come after me will find It 
worso for Canada and Its Ipapor industry, unless a 
stop is put to this marauding. , 

While pulpwood is a raw material of comparativoly 
low value, it produces manufactured articles of high 
cost. 

Millions upon millions of spruce logs, hundreds of 
thousands of cords of puljnvood, from Quebec, On- 
tario, Nova Scotia and New Brunswick, go annually 
to feed the pulp and paper mills of the Ea.stern, Mid- 
dle and AV'e.stGi-n States; Canada sets but little out of 
this; tlio government do not get one dollar a cord for 
the standing wood; tlie cliopper, tlio loader and the 
teamster not much more, and the railways only a low 
rate on coarse freight; .so that in all not over $6 to 
$7 a cord is left in Canada on an average for the 
hundreds of thou.sands of cords of pulpwood taken out 
oC our country annuallj\ 

What Paper Manufacture Means 
Grind this wood into pulp and watch the disburse- 
ments for wages and freight grow; every cord of wood 
made into pulp will realize about $20^ywllcn made into 
fibre, about ?30 to $32; when made lri{.o paper, $40 to 
$45 and upwards. Tlie pulp and paper industry gives 
more healthy, steady, day and night employment to a 
larger number of men, women and children, at higher 
wages, all the year round, than any other industry ..in 
■Canada. 

Establish Mills in Canada 

Has Canada anything to: fea.): from the United 
States about this? Can they -retaliate? AVill they? 
No, they got about all they could stand of that sort 
of medicine when the Dingley Tariff on eggs arou.sed 
the great Canadian hen. President Roosevelt's big 
stick has no retaliation knobs on it just now with 
which to whack Canadian wood pulp. The President 
and the press of the United States urge, lot me re- 
peat, urge, the repeal of the United State.s Import 
duty on pulpwood, wood pulp, and white novv.s paper, 
and aro now suggesting, nay, may soon be suing for 
and begging for an agreement with Canada to try and ,' 
prevent the Canadian government from imposing an' 
export duty on pulpwood or from prohibiting the ex- 
portation of our wood and logs. But wc must not 
permit our country and Its forest products to Ije fur- 
ther devastated by tliese marauders; let them come 
over here and establish pulp and paper mill.s; just a.s 
the Eddys, the Baldwins, the Millens, the Bronsonsi 
the Youngs, tho AVcstons, the Hughsons and others 
came lierc and ostablished saw mills. They are wel- 
come to come to .Canada., I would like to see Hull 
''the Holyoke of CanaSa,'- Just as much as the Prime 
Minister will be glad, to see Ottawa "the Washington 
of the North," and In this work will stand shoulder to 
shoulder with Sir Wilfrid Laurier or any other man 
who will do 'these two -great things, for Canada;-: - Re- 
member what happened throughout the Georgian Bay 
district when the Ontario government^ restricted tho 
export of sawlogs into Michigan,, Wisconsin and other 
Western States. Saw mills sprung up by the dozens, 
factories started by tho score. If all our wood was 
kept at home to he turned into pulp and paper In 
Canada, tho result vin ten years would surprise the 
most sanguine-of,'us, :whlIe<the^result- in : twenty years 
would bo alrnost'-beyond : present'' . Imagination'- and 
dreams. : '•:,,■ 

' In::18S8, there -werei 34 pulp mills in Canada^ mak-. 
ing 154-. tons' per day; 40 paper mills, making 173 tons 
per day; total 327 tons per day. In 1907 there were 
5S pulp mills in Canada, making 2,361 tons per day; 
46 paper mills, making 96G ions per day; total 3,327 
tons per day. That Is, 15 times .as many iJUlp . mills 
and-f.%,vtimea,as miany'paper mllls.in nine years. 
The United States View Point 

Tlie leading pulp and paper trade journal of tlio 
United Slates asked the United States pulp and paper 
makers the other day whether they were in favor of, 
or opposed to, the i-ecomme.Rdation of President 
. Roosevelt to repeal the dutyi,ari,pulp and paper going 
into tho United States. 
'd'; Mr. N. v.'. Jonc;, manager of tlie Katahdin Pulp 
,v6,nd Paper Co., Lincoln, Maine, say.s: 

■'The annual production of pulp in tho United 
States Nov. 1st, 1906,. is: Sulplilte, 1,235,882, tons; 
ground wood, 1,737,216 tons; soda' pulp, 327)600 tons; 
total, 3,300,C4S tons. 

"While the annual production of pulp in Canada 
is: Sulphite, 172,224 lon.s; ground wod, !;50,368 tons; 
soda pulp, 10,920 tons; total, 733,512 tons." 

Showing that Canada is producing only about one- 
fifth as much pulp a.s is produced in ills country. 

Mr. Jones also adds that If United States manufac- 
turer.s were (jbtalMing their entire .supply of wood from 
lands wholly in the United States they would bo u.sing 
ui) the Slater, territory nearly six times as l.'a..sl as 
('anada is using up lier.s, but fortunately for thorn, a 
large proportion of the pulp wood used by them i.s 
obtained from Canada, hence they aro getting tlio 
benelit of our timber, and so on. 

Mr. Geo. \V. Si.ssons, President of the Racquotto 
River Paper Co., United States, says: "I am a 
staunch protectionist from the period of Henry Clay. 
Tho Canadian Government and certain Canadian in- 
terests arc agitating for such legislation there as will 
reduce tho e.Kportatlon of their pulp wood and compel 
its manufacture into paper by their own labor in 
<;;anada, and then to sell to us the finished product. 
I believe in protecting our own labor and industries, 
and am opjiosed to any present tariff revision, a.s u 
general proposition or as a .special favor to intorosts 
Which havo it in their own power to protect thcm- 
iselves. The real prosperity of the varied interests of 
our country In- which, all classes participate, and never 
before .to such! a pronounced: or general extent, is the 
strongest argument against unsettling such conditions 
' through :a'ny :uDcertainty aSv to the . extent of tariff re- 
vision if attempted at all." 

Other ansvvers are: "Cannot sea how It wlll do the 
mills any harnii or tho' consumers any -good. It wljl 
i.Simply build up the industry of Canada. Do not 
think their Industry can bo singled out for tariff re- 
vision. Mu.st go down tho line." 

"Would be opposed to the duty being ^remoyed on 
pulp or paper. While it would make no dliftor^hce in 
tho lino we manufacture. It would be a Very serious 
matter for the print iiiills of thl.s country." 

"If we road tho signs of the times correctly, the 
moment the duly was taken off the commodities re- 
ferred to Canada would Imniertiately put on an ex- 
port duly much heavier than tlio duty now levied by 
the United States." 

"Would not object to reduction of tariff duty on 
pull) and paper, providing- arrangonienls were made 
with Canadian government to allow Canadian pulp 
wood to come Into the United States without export 
;(iutv, and on sanie basis on wiilch Canadian mills ro- 
telve their wood supply." 

"Satisfactory if Canadians remove tlioir vrood re- 
strictions; otherwise froo trade with Canada." 

"\Vo aro most emphatically in favor of repeal of all 
fluty on wood pulp, The duty must be taken oft pulp, 
and the soojior it Is done tho better it will be for 



every paper mill and consumer as-i also for tho pre- 
servation of our own forests." ,: ' •• . . ■ 
"Wo are not opposed to tho repeal of - the, duties; , 
provided an arrangement can be made whereby . Ga(i-; 
ada win permit the exportation of pulp'-woodi.wlthout 

■export duty. lifThe , supply., of, pi^lp wood as you well ;: 
know'ls very Importantjor.the'paper maklng.Interests; 
of thi^ country; and<if we'let the bars down on paper 
and pulp from Canada, weishould have some guaran- 

: toe that: their, pulp Hvood can come into this country 
free so long as the pulp and paper does. Sueli !in 
arrangement in our opinion would work no detriment 
to the American paper manutacturer; and we think 
with free wood we can stay in tho game as long as 
the Canadian paper manufacturers. We have thought 
for some time that wood pulp and sulphite pulp should 
come in free, but have not been quite clear on the 
paper question. If paper manufacturers can bo as- - 
sured of free puipi^-vvodd, in our judgment there would 
be no objection' to tl^e - repeal of duty on paper from 
Canada." 

"Aside from any recommendation by the President 
we believe it would be wise to take olf tho duty from 
all wood pulp, both mechanical and chemical; also 
believe in lowering tho duty on paper to say 20 per 
cent, which would afford a reasonable measure ot 
protection." 

. "If Canada will take her duties off we would bo 

-glad to liave duty off of our country." 

"In Canada there Is a wlde.sijread demand that the 
Canadian , Parliament should enact an export duty on 
pulp logs. -Tho American papormalcer is not getting 
raw material from- Canada, because his field of sup- 
ply Is exhausted. If such an export duty were Im- 
i)oaed - there It would- mferoly mean tliat. the outtlng 
in' American fopests.-would be- increased; Tho' Inipo- 
sltion of an export' duty *on pulp-w/ood:v.on Canada's 
part would probably meai;{ that American... capital 
would cross the' border and build up- mills there, thus 
distributing its money througlvpay- rolls iii.: th'fl;: Do- 
minion rather than in the United States.'" - This would

These are the opinions of the manufacturers, across 
the line whose interests are -vi'tally affected. Tho con- 
clusions are obvious. 

The Georgian Bay Canal 

Mr. Rowley passed from the subject of pulp and 
paP'^rj to a discussion of transportation, whlcli,.i3 
olos'ely.=bound up with all industries. He said in part: 
Tlie Key to the Situation 

The great problem of transportation on this contin- 
ent is the passing- of the products of the v/est that aro 
all ea.stbound to the ocean. There is only one present 
practical solution for the relief of the congestion that 
has arisen and is increasing, and that is tho construc- 
tion ot a water-way from the Great Lakes to the Sea- 
board that shall do away with the necessity of trans- 
ferring freight at interinediato ports or points. C.'aii- 
ada holds the key to the situation in the building ot 
the Georgian Bay Canal, The economy of water 
transportation is no longer questioned, as it is no-.v 
well known that tlie rate per ton per mile will thus 
be about one-sixth of the lowest i.iro.sent r.-ite by i-all. 

The Georgian Bay Caiu'.l routo is tiuo miles siiorter 
than the present best (hut circuitous) route by the 
Welland. and J St. Lawrence canals; it is also well 
known; that by, the Georgian Bay canal route the time 
consumed will bo', onlv about 4 1-4 days or about ;i 
days less than are now consumed in the passage. 
Commerce of Great Lakes 

The enormous magnitude of tho eomniprcc of tlic 
Great Lakes is reiiresenlert by the vast tonnage that 
pas.ses through the Soo Canal— over fifty-one million 
tons more than went through tliese canals in 1905. 
This traffic has doulilcd in the past si:c ycar.s. The 
lumber trallic, which ai-nounts to over live" and a half 
million tons, will at once be added to these large lig- 
ures, when the Georgian Bay Canal is opcnciJU- 

Coal Iruin No\'a Keotia to the volume o£ one and 
a half million tons already conies annually to Jlon- 
treal. (some as. far west as (Jttawa), but" with tlio 
Georgian Bay Canal -Nova Scotia co.il can b-i laid 
down all along' the route as lar west iiiid north a.s 
North Bay, thus'pushing our poal supply 200 miles 
further north and west; and laying the coal down 
there as cheaply as United States coal Is laid djwn 
at Toronto now, , , 

35,000,000 tons of -irpn oro passed through the SOo 
canals last year. . ' ' : - ii; 

Pulpwood, now shipped by rail from the Niplssijig 
district at a cost of $3 and up a cord, could lie: sent 
to the mills by the Georgian Bay Canal in vaster 
quantities at a much lower cost of freight. 

The stone and nKU-l)lft (luarrles near l^orta'jc du 
Fort and otacr jioints all .'ilong the proposed route of 
the Georgian Bay Canal only await development until 
the opening and operation of the canal. 

The cement industry, and this is the "cement ago," 
will then develop all along the canal 'routo In a way 
that now may look like a dream to some, but will be 
a paying and prontabie- enterprise when we get water 
transportation. 

Thu.s clieap waterways will give to Canada an o!)cn 
market to the world, a market of which we iKive .so 
far only touched the edge and fringe, ju.st as I liave 
only touched the edge and border of the subjects 
about wiilch you have been good enough to bo inter- 
ested in hearing from ine for the past few minutes. 




POLICE IN THE FAR NORTH 

CCORDING to the reoort, of ..the'commisslon- 
er of the Royal Northwest- 'Mounte4 Police, 
the total strength of - the: force' Oii Oct. 31 
last was 639 officers and men and 527. 
horses. This Is a reduction' of 45 men 
.since last year. 'cAuisea pWnbipfllly by with- 
di-awii.ls fi-om the Yukon territory. The 
commissioner says in the Northwest terri-. 
torics the .strength is insufficient. Posts arcj 
required at different points on tho Mackenzie river. 
In the ICeewatin district inhuman practices among 
the Indians have come to light, and In the intere.»ts 
of humanity /more police posts ought to be establl.slicd. 
In Ungava the .same practices are said to take place. 
There aro no jiolico stationed in that district at pres- 
ent, but they ought to be sent there. 

A marked Inci-ease in crime is noted, tlie number 
of c£ftes being (),73G, as against !i,184 the previous 
year. Details are given of the splendid woi-k wiilch 
has been carried on ))y tho detachment which for tlio 
jjast three years has been engaged in the work of 
cutting a trail from the Peace river to iho Yukon. 
.Superintendent Moodio has recommended that tho 
post at Cape FuUerton at tho northwest corner of 
Hudson's Bay, be abandoned, as tho whaling fleets 
have ceased to winter at that point. He recommends 
that a.new post bo established on Baker lalce,.-west of 
Chesferfleld inlet. "'?: ! 

Relief Given to Settlers 
The commissioner mentions that early in Decern* 
ber, 1906, alarm was felt for the safety ot the large 
number of settlers who had gone into the country 
west of Saskatoon, and south of Battleford, along 
the route of tho Grand Trunk Pacific, and the Wetas- 
klwin branch of the Canadian Pacific. Some had 
liusliod out a hundred miles from the nearest rail- 
way station. ■\Vood la very scarce In that area, and 
some of the settl9rs were obliged to travel sixty milea 
to obtain it. Somo had only 'oxen, which are quito 
useless in deep snow, others had no sleighs. As an 
instance of the helpless condition of more than one, 
our patrol found a Scotch family wliich had como 
in during November, having only a yolc* of oxen and 
one cow. They travelled ono hundred miles on foot 
to their homoHtcad. On arrival tho cold wcathev 
overlook tlicin. They were without a supply of fuel, 
fodder for their animals, and, in fact, without any of 
the necessities of a -winter climate. Both fatlier and 
son frosie their feet in endeavoring to obtain pro- 
visions and fuel.

The minister of the Intei^lbr decided that steps 
should be taken to give relief to any settlers In that 
district who required It. Mr. Speers, chief coloniz- 
ation (igcnt, roprascntlng tho Immigration branch, 
purchased and forwarded ample supplies to Tramp- 
ing lake, 60 miles south of Battleford, where a relief 
depot in, charge of Inspector Knight wa.s established 
on Fob. IB. Ho had under his command 10 non-com- 
mlssloned ofHcers and constables. Patrols were made 



to every settler. -The snow was very" deep, there were 
no frails, and it'was trying worlc for men and horses. 
Many of the patrols were made on snowshoea. Re- 
lief; was given to: 145 families. sThls relief Was heces- 
sary because those people had gone on the open plains 
-far: in -advance of railway construction, and were un- ' 
prepared for a winter of great severity which, sot In 
much earlier than usual. Police patrols have gone 
over tho country recently, and for tho present winter 
nearly all aro luUy prepared and no anxiety need be 
felt for their safety. Next summer two railway lines 
will bo in operation in their midst, which will pre- 
: vent any further -tlanger. Extensive coal mines have 
been discovered almost in the centre of this rich 
. tract, whicli will aid; much 'in its early idevelopment. 

The Wood Buffalo . 

One of the most interesting features of the reportl 
is the account given by Inspector .Tarvis respecting 
the wood buftalo in tho Mackenzie river district. In- 
spector Jarvis spent several weeks in the vicinity of 

:/Fort Smith, Fort McMurray and Smith Landing last 
summer, and made trips in every direction for the 
purpose of locating tho buftalo. The Chippewa In- 
dians were very much opposed to his entering tho 
bultalo country, but linally he succeeded in Inducing 
a halfbreed to accompany him. , Mr. ^E. Thoinpson- 
Selon, the well : known naturalist, was also In the 
party. Inspector : Jarvis and- his associates ti-aveled 
west from Smith Landing for a couple of days through 
a country which ho describes as eminently siilted for 
settlement, tho ground being of rich clay Ipam, Late 

: on, the aooond: day.. they -were- successful in approach- 
ing within 60 yards of- a herd of il3 buffalo; The fol- 
lowing morning they ;-saw others,> and in four days 
altogether they ran across 38 animals and'the fresh 
tracks of ten or twelve more. . Inspector Jatvisc^states' 
that 11 would take two or throe months to rep^f-ln- 
telllgontly as to the numbers of buftalo in the north 
country; that the anlmalrf aro In danger of extermin- 
atio!i, not from wolves but from poacliers living at 
Sp.iHh Landing in the summer time. He strongly re- 
commends that a iiolico patrol be ostabllKlied at this 
point as well as resident guardians placed on the 
grounds. He also suggests the capture of a number 
of calves In the early suinnior to be sent to Banff and 
to the reservation near , Edmonton for the- improve- 
ment of the captlyo herd.s. 

Will Establish Detachments 

Reten-lng to In.spcctor Jarvis- statement, tho com- 
missioner . says: -I think his opinions have been 
lormcd somewhat hurriedlv. as the rcpni-ts 1 linvo rc- 
reclved from time to time for some vours liack do 
not agree with his, especially as regards the wolve.s. 
Reports Irom every portion ot that north countrv 
say that wolves are there in groat numliers. During 
my recent trip to the Peace river country I \v>is told 
of depredations committed bv them and th'-'ir boUl- 
ness.. Many horses were liilled on the open ranges 
last winter, and, some oven in com Is el. i.'n-. to liousos 
There 'is no doubt, but that' tlie iiuiralo also sut-fc",.,] 
Nevertheless these reports ar-o or impiutMnce and 
Clearly -show the necessity of establishing posts at 
S'ort -Smlth and Port.f Resolution, from vvhieli ijoinis 
a close BUpeuyision:;,cantibe maintained. Thfse are 
the last wild buifaloes 'and it would be a thousand 
pities If they were, exterminated. I propose, therefore, 
with your concurrence; to ' establish these detach- 
ments early next year.", . . .. '

HE following communication- la addressed to 
ithe Editor of Tho Colonist: 

Tho Lord is tho truo God; He is tho 
living God.— (Jer.

Sir, — Your tallt of Sunday last on "The 
House of Many Mansion.s," gives mo a de- 
sire to relate an experience in my life, 
althougli personal, yet it is an experience 
that must be of vital interest to every 

■ ono wliv is seeking to know God, and for that reason 
I feel prompted to tell It, for as you say truly the 
cry of the; ages lias been f9r,,a.Godiia.nd,:a^:Father.', 
Jesus says : . "This is life eternal to 'Icnow Thee 
the only true God and Jesus Christ whom Ho has 
sent." (John 17, 3). 

To relate fully I must go back to something which 
occui-red in my life twenty-four years ago. One 
beautiful Sunday morning in mid-summer on my 
way homo from midday communion service, I was 
prompted to stop at the door before entering the 

...house to gaze in admiration at the beauty of the 
• sky. A large expanse of clear blue sky with just 
one bank of fleecy white clouds, that .seemed to glow 
with life, so gloriou.sly, wondrously and softly beauti- 
ful they were. As I gazed, tho clouds parted gently 
in tho very centre, and slowly floated in either direc- 
tion, in the opening i, beheld, what: l£)oked lilce : the 
form of the Saviour with hands raised as'if in bless- • 
ing and the face looked alive, 'so full of '--lovo It ap- 
peared 'as He looked dirijctly at. me.

I 
looked at iny left hand, and there I saw extending 
completely across the middle of the palm the three 
words, all in capital letters, "Jesus, Lord, Master." 
I was truly frightened and dismayed and no longer 
did I recall the vision in tho sky with gladness, but 
Willi sorrow unsiiealcahle, as I felt sure it was a sum- 
mons for me t(j) leave this world, and I did not want to 
die.

sweet. As the idea of death left mo, I -wtas constanly 
sustained with a realization of the presence of. God 
In my life, and as years rolled on I know that such 
a realh-iallon was necessary for me that my faith 
failed not, and that my heart did not faint on the 
road I was destined to travel. I treasured that ex- 
perience in my heart very close and rarely referred 
to it. as It was; too saorcd for constant repetition, 

The next strange occiirrence took place about four 
years ago, and for the first: time, in. all those years 
J began to ^gee a ray . of . light In: . connection with, the 
writing on' my. hands, and^ so my tongue has been 
unloosed that I may-speaJc of it with joy. Myjheart- 
.has always been , filled with a- hunger, <;and-i';thirsti' 

.tor ,God and tlis rlghteousne-ss, and everywhere I 
searched for a fuller knc wlodge of Him. I was fully 
persuaded of the Iriitli ot all the iiroinlses contained- 
in the Bible, but how to como into lire realization of 
them was Ijeyond my ken. I eagerly dipped into the 
liaKos of new tliought, thinking I might lind the key 
ot I'.-iijth which unlocks the treasure there, but I 
found it did not contain the truth I souglit, for my al- 
legiance to the Lord Jesus Christ was not to bo 
shaken. Kvery ai-gunicnt was used to convince me 
that I was mistaken in my theory of God, and tho 
power of their belief was demonstrated before my- 
eyes, but not in the very least did It affect my firm- 
belief 111 Jesus, and although I could not demon- 
strate, yet I could always meet Ihoir arguments very 
skilfully.

R. A. G. Gardiner, editor of the Dally 
News, is evidently tho author of an 
interesting appreciation of Rev. R. J. : 
Campbell, of the City Tomple, recently 
published in that paper. 

"Whethbr to friend or foe, tho Rev. 
R. J. Campbell is one of tho two most 
arresting personiilitles In tho London 
ofc. our time," he says. . "He is the 
disturber of our comfortable peace. Ho hurries witla 
breathless eagerness from point to point, tho lighted 
torch over in his hand, the trail of conflagration over 
in his wake. He follows no lead, except that of his 
own urgent, unquiet spirit He is Indifferent to con- 
sequences, will brook no interference, drives straight 
forward, deaf to appeals from the right hand or tho 
left. Friends cannot persuade him,. parties-; cannot 
hold him, creeds cannot limit him. He-- Is ■ llkie : the ; 
wind that bloweth where it listetli. 

"If stagnation is death and discontent divine then 
he is one of the best assets of our time. He flings 
his bombs Into the stagnant parlors of our thought, 
and thrills the air willi. the spirit of unrest. Acquies- 
cence and content vanish at his challenge. The sleep- 
er rubs his eyes. Ho is awake. Tho vision is before 
him. The air is filled witli the murmur of many 
voices. Ho, loo, must be up and doing. 

"Mr. Campbell is llio 'knocker-up' in tho dawn of 
the. twentieth century. The chimes of tho great ca- 
thedral- surge, dreamful music on our slumbers, but 
across from the Olty Temple comes tho sound of a 
bell, violent, clangorous. Insistent, that shatters sleep, 
and awakes the City. You 'may not like it. - Tou i.may ; 
find- it .harsh and discordant. But at least, it makes - 
you leap >to your .feet if: only to take up Its challenge. ?: 

"Noncoinformity doesi-not.know- what to make of 
this apparition that has suddenly burst Into Its midst. 
It finds Its throne, as;it v/ore, in th« hands of the re- 
volutionary. It finds the old flag that 'waved from 
tho keep hauled down, and tho twin flag of the 'New 
Theology' and Socialism flying defiantly in tlie breeze. 
It tmds doctrines vaporized into thin air, diffused in- 
to a kind of purple mist, beautiful, but Intangible. It 
finds itseli indicted in its own cathedral for the sin: 
of Pharisaism, pictured to tho world as Mrs;:,Ollphant 
loved to picturo it — as a system of smug content, oar-- 
Icaturod in the bitter sneer of Swift: .■ <L:y:-r.vi 

We aro God's chosen few.

There is no plac6 in heaven for you, ^ ' 
We can't have heaven crammed. ' 

"It is the irritation with his environment^hut gives 
him the touch of perversity which is so noticeable In 
him. Nonconformity is definite,, he is mystical. Non- 
conformity is individualistic, he is a member of tho I.;- 
L.P. The I.L.P. is for Free Trade, he, I gather from a 
conversation I had with him, is for tariff reform.
